The  President  made  the  following  address  ; 

Ladies  and    Gentlemen  of  the    School  Board: 

I  should  be  indeed  insensible  to  the  kindness  of  my 
fellow-members  if  I  did  not  deeply  feel  the  compliment 
you  have  just  paid  me  in  reelecting  me  to  this  position 
by  such  a  flattering  vote.  I  assure  you,  fellow-members, 
that  I  appreciate  your  kindness,  and  I  can  promise  you 
that  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  this  position, 
while  it  is  impossible  here  as  elsewhere  to  avoid  making 
mistakes,  I  shall  not  intentionally  injure  the  rights  of  any 
member.  This  School  Board  is  made  up  of  earnest  men 
and  women,  who  come  here  as  the  guardians  of  a  great 
trust  committed  to  their  keeping  by  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  this  city  ;  and  we  all  realize  how  much  respon- 
sibility rests,  not  only  upon  the  deliberations  of  this 
Board,  but  upon  the  individual  members  of  the  com- 
mittee and  the  sub-committees  of  this  Board,  where  the 
greater  part  of  the  legislation  is  shaped,  and  where,  sub- 
stantially, all  the  work  in  behalf  of  the  schools  is  done. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  presiding  officer  will  at- 
tempt to  outline  in  any  way  the  policy  of  this  Board  ; 
it  is  not  expected  that  he  will  suggest  to  the  members  of 
this  School  Committee  what  course  shall  be  pursued  in 
reference  to  any  matter  that  may  come  before  the  com- 
mittee. The  time  between  the  election  and  the  as- 
sumption of  office  is  so  short,  that,  unless  a  man  were  to 
assume  that  he  was  to  be  elected  or  reelected,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  prepare  any  extended  address  referring 
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to  the  work  of  the  committee.  But  I  know  you  will 
pardon  me  if,  without  pretending  to  indicate  what  shall 
be  the  policy  of  the  Board,  I  for  a  moment  call  your 
attention  to  some  things  that  I  believe  we  must  bear  in 
mind  during  the  year  upon  which  we  are  now  entering. 
In  the  first  place,  we  must  remember  that  however  much 
we  may  desire  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  public  schools, 
we  should  be  careful,  in  all  our  undertakings,  to  regu- 
late them  according  to  the  facilities  that  are  given  to  us 
by  the  authorities  that  grant  the  appropriations  ;  and  it 
will  be  necessary  during  the  year  —  while  we  may  be 
as  liberal  as  possible  with  the  appropriations  at  our  com- 
mand —  to  be  careful  to  keep  within  the  appropriation 
granted  by  the  City  Council.  That,  I  know,  it  is  some- 
times difficult  to  do,  but  when  we  remember  that  the 
tax  limit  of  the  city  is  fixed  by  law,  that  it  cannot  be  ex- 
ceeded, we  cannot  expect  to  have  an  unlimited  amount 
of  money  at  our  disposal. 

But  you  all  know  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  any- 
thing further  about  that.  As  I  have  said,  the  great 
interests  committed  to  our  keeping  will  demand  our  con- 
stant care  and  vigilance.  It  will  be  our  mission  during 
this  year  to  keep  the  schools  up  to  their  high  standard, 
and  to  improve  that  standard  as  far  as  possible  ;  to  ex- 
tend the  Kindergarten  where  it  is  possible ;  to  develop 
the  system  of  manual  training  that  is  coming  to  take  a 
large  place  in  our  educational  system  ;  to  provide  in  all 
the  communities,  where  facilities  are  lacking,  sufficient 
accommodations  for  the  school  children  of  this  city. 

To  do  all  this  will  require  the  constant,  devoted,  loyal 
attention  of  all  the  members.  That  we  shall  have  it, 
there  can  be  no  doubt. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  again  I  thank  you  for  the  con- 
fidence you  have  placed  in  me  in  calling  me  to  this  chair  : 
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and  I  beg  again  to  assure  you  that  I  shall  do  all  that  in 
me  lies  to  show  you  that  your  confidence  is  not  mis- 
placed.

Grammar  Schools  because  there  was  no  room  for  them.  Later,  at  in  Charles  Sum- 
large  expense,  additional  rooms  were  rented  —  so  that,  for  these  "^^^  District, 
winter  months,  there  are  school  accommodations  for  all  the  pupils 
that  apply,  or  that  are  likely  to  apply,  for  admission.  But,  unless 
the  school  population  cease  to  increase,  or  unless  additional  school 
accommodations  be  provided  there,  new  pupils  will,  next  spring  and 
summer,  again  be  excluded  from  school. 

At  present  there  are  in  the  several  Grammar  School-houses,  733 
Gramraar-School  pupils  and  780  seats;  that  is,  there  are  47  vacant 
seats  in  the  fifteen  different  class-rooms.  In  the  Primary  School- 
houses  there  are  596  pupils  and  Gil  seats;  that  is,  there  are  15 
vacant  seats  in  ten  different  class-rooms.  Of  the  1,391  seats  pro- 
vided in  the  whole  district,  1,329  are  filled,  and  62  in  twenty-five 
different  class-rooms  are  vacant. 

As  soon  as  spring  opens  there  will  be  a  pressing  demand  for  more 
school  room  for  Primary  pupils.  This  demand  cannot  be  met  unless 
provision  be  soon  made  for  the  additional  children  that  will  apply 
for  admission.  The  Primary  building  to  be  erected  on  Canterbury 
and  Sharon  streets  will,  probably,  not  be  ready  till  fall.  There 
seems  to  be,  therefore,  no  other  alternative  than  to  rent  additional 
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class-rooms — an  evil  to  be  avoided,  for  two  reasons,  viz.  :  (1)   the 
inconvenience,  unsuitableness,  and    unsanitary   condition   of  rented 
school-rooms;  and  (2)  the  great  expense  of  these.     In  the  Charles 
Sumner  District  there  is  paid  for  rent  of 
Carey  Hall        ..... 


Wise  Hall  (South  street)  ....         1,200 

Wise  Hall  (Poplar  street)         ....        1,000 
Unitarian  Vestry      ......  850 

In  all,  there  is  paid  for  rent  03,550,  which,  at  four  per  cent.,  is 
the  interest  of  .$88,750  —  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  for  the  erection  of 
four  excellent  school-houses. 

After  the  school-house  is  built  at  the  corner  of  Sharon  and  Can- 
terbury streets  the  Carey  Hall  School  can  be  discontinued,  the 
crowded  Canterbury-street  School  can  be  relieved,  and  some  of  the 
pupils  now  attending  the  Florence-street  School  can  be  transferred 
to  the  new  building,  and  thus  room  can  be  provided  for  at  least  a 
year  or  two  for  the  increasing  Primary  pupils. 

But  provision  should  be  soon  made  for  the  increasing  number  of 
Grammar  School  pupils.  Already  there  are  240  Grammar  School 
pupils  in  unsuitable  buildings  outside  of  the  Charles  Sumner  School- 
house.  The  growth  of  the  population  seems  to  indicate  that  there 
should  be  erected,  somewhere  between  Ashland  street  and  Beech 
street,  a  ten-room  Grammar  School-house,  which  would  accommodate 
not  only  the  four  or  five  classes  that  are  now  the  overflow  of  the 
Charles  Sumner  School,  but  also,  for  some  years  to  come,  the  Pri- 
mary pupils  residing  on  or  near  Beech  street.

The  committee  visited  tlie  building  while  school  was  in  session, 
and  was  enabled  to  get  a  good  general  idea  of  the  usual  condition  of 
things  in  this  school-house.  Two  diiferent  systems  of  ventilation  are 
in  operation  in  all  the  rooms,  but  neither  singly  nor  together  do  they 
produce  the  desired  result,  besides  encumbering  the  rooms  with  sev- 
eral large,  ugly-looking  pipes.  The  school  building  is  a  very  old 
one,  having  been  built  more  than  half  a  century,  and  has  all  the  im- 
perfections common  to  old  school  buildings  in  regard  to  ventilation 
and  sanitary  accommodations  for  the  pupils.  The  latter  arrange- 
ments are  a  constant  menace  to  the  health  of  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood. The  rooms  in  the  building  are  too  small  for  the  number  of 
children  in  each  room,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  there  is 
not  enough  air  spaceto  each  pupil.  A  strong  objection  to  the  pres- 
ent location  of  the  school  is  the  close  proximity  of  the  police  station. 
The  well-known  sanitary  condition  of  the  latter  place  has  its  effect 
on  the  school,  and  foul  odors  are  constantly  arising  in  the  warm 
weather  from  the  cells  of  the  station-house,  which  is  only  a  few  feet 
from  the  windows  of  the  school.  The  committee  is  also  of  the  opin- 
ion that,  from  a  moral  point  of  view,  a  school-house  should  not  abut 
on  the  station-house  premises,  as  things  transpire  in  and  around  the 
station-house  that  leave  a  bad  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  chil- 
dren.   The  school  is  built  on  a  clay  site,  and  at  times  the  water  enters 
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the  basement  and  makes  things  unpleasant  and  unhealthy.  Several 
thousand  dollars  have  been  spent  during  the  past  few  years  on  this 
building,  but  no  adequate  relief  has  been  afforded.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  a  waste  of 
money  to  spend  any  more  in  repairs,  and  recommends  that  a  new 
building  be  erected  to  accommodate  the  pupils  of  the  Mather  and 
liarkman  Schools ;  one  ten-room  modern  school-house  would  prob- 
ably accommodate  them  all.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  that  59,488  pupils  have  been  ex- 
amined;  that  tliere  liave  been  4,120  primary  vaccinations;  10,152 
revaccinations ;  and  that  the  number  of  pupils  refusing  vaccination, 
and  presenting  insufficient  evidence  of  having  been  vaccinated,  is 
1,678;  3,400  pupils  were  absent  frorn  school  at  the  time  of  the  visits 
of  the  physicians  and  were  not  examined. 

Accompanying  this  summary  are  the  names  of  the  pupils  refusing 
vaccination  and  of  the  absentees  in  each  of  the  schools.

If  the  City  Council  should  provide  for  the 
matter,  it  would  be  gratifying  to  the  School  Board  and 
to  the  teachers  and  pupils.  But  we  do  not  think  this 
matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  considered  until 
more  urgent  wants  are  attended  to.  With  the  impera- 
tive demands  for  school  accommodations,  repairs,  and 
improvements  in  school  buildings  (many  of  which  have 
been  deferred  from  year  to  year  on  account  of  insuffi- 
cient appropriations),  it  would  not  be  wise  or  right  for 
the  School  Board  to  endorse  such  a  proposition  at  the 
present  time.  We  consider  it  our  duty  to  urge,  with 
all  earnestness,  upon  the  City  Council,  that  the  first  con- 
sideration in  granting  of  appropriations  should  be  given 
to  present  deficiencies,  such  as  new  school  buildings, 
improvements  in  sanitary  conditions  of  old  buildings, 
needed  repairs   and  cleaning  of  school-houses,  etc. 
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Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  City 
Council  be  respectfully  informed  that  in  the  judgment  of 
this  Board  it  is  inexpedient  to  prepare  the  grounds

Normal  School  ™^'  School.  We  find  it  necessary  to  urge  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  to  relieve  the  school  from  its  present  cramped  and  impoverished 
condition.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  school  should  have  a 
model  building,  with  all  the  improvements  that  modern  thought  can 
suggest,  but  finding  it  practically  impossible  in  these  economical 
times  to  gain  a  tract  of  land  in  any  other  part  of  the  city  suitably 
situated  for  a  thoroughly  equipped  Normal  School,  we  now  present  a 
plan  which  will  relieve  the  school  from  its  present  cramped  condi- 
tion, and  furnish  rooms  that,  in  an  economical  way,  may  be  sufficient 
for  a  number  of  years. 

The  proposition  is  to  move  the  present  Rice  Primary  building  back 
to  the  rear  of  the  lot  on  which  it  stands,  and  adjoining  the  fence  that 
now  separates  the  lot  from  that  of  the  Grammar  building,  and  erect 
in  front  of  it,  facing  on  Appleton  street,  a  building  of  three  stories, 
comprising  eight  recitation-rooms  and  four  retiring  and  reception 
rooms* on  the  first  and  second  floors.  The  upper  floor  to  have  a 
large  hall  with  two  small  anterooms,  or  a  smaller  hall  and  two  recita- 
tion-rooms.    The  larger  hall  is  preferred. 

The  basement  to  be  high,  and  the  greater  part  furnished  for  manual 
training  and  other  purposes.  The  space  under  the  sidewalk  can  he 
used  as  a  coal  receptacle. 

We  particularly  urge  that  immediate  action  be  taken,  and  the 
Council  requested  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  in  order 
that  the  plans  may  be  made  and  contracts  executed  sufficiently  early 
to  enable  the  contractors  to  move  the  Rice  Primary  building  back  as 
soon  as  school  closes  -in  June,  that  the  Primary  building  may  be 
ready  for  use  when  the  schools  commence  in  September.

given  thoughtful  consideration  to  this  order.     The   head-master  had 

been  elected   by  the  Board  in  June.     The    Committee  on    Manual 

Training  having  been  led  to  expect  that  the  building  would  be  ready 

for  occupancy  by  September,  1893,  as  the  contracts  for  the  building 
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required  that  it  should  be  completed  on  July  1,  1893,  public  an- 
nouncement was  made,  through  the  press  and  by  circulars  through 
the  principals  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  that  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School  would  open  Sept.  6,  1893.  It  became  necessary  to  secure  the 
subordinate  teachers  who  would  be  needed  to  properly  organize  the 
school.  There  were  no  rules  or  regulations  relating  to  the  school  to 
guide  the  committee  in  their  action,  and  no  grades  of  instructors 
established  or  salaries  fixed  for  such  instructors.  The  Board  had  ad- 
journed for  the  summer  and  the  first  meeting  would  not  be  held  until 
Sept.  12,  1893.  The  committee,  after  careful  deliberation  and  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Superintendent  and  the  head-master,  felt  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  school  and  of  the  pupils  who  were  to  attend  it 
required  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the  committee.  Under  the 
circumstances  the  committee  believed  the  Board  would  understand 
and  appreciate  their  position  and  would  approve  their  action.  The 
Committee  on  Manual  Training  made  their  selection  of  the  persons 
whose  services  they  wished  to  secure,  after  much  painstaking  and 
careful  investigation.  The  gentlemen  named  in  the  order  were  com- 
municated with,  and  salaries  were  suggested  which  in  the  judgment 
of  the  committee  were  suitable  and  equitable,  compared  with  other 
salaries  paid  in  the  school  service,  and  which  the  committee  believed 
the  Board  would  allow.  The  gentlemen  accepted  the  terms  suggested 
by  the  Committee  on  Manual  Training,  and  entered  upon  their  duties 
on  the  6th  of  September,  1893.  Had  the  Committee  on  Manual 
Training  nominated  these  persons  early  in  September  at  the  salaries 
proposed,  the  Board  would  undoubtedly  have  confirmed  such  nomi- 
nations and  fixed  the  salaries  as  suggested.  But  the  Committee  on 
Manual  Training,  thinking  it  desirable  to  provide  for  the  future,  pro- 
posed certain  grades  of  instructors  for  the  school  with  salaries  based 
upon  similar  existing  grades  of  instructors  in  the  other  schools.  The 
committee  had  no  thought  that  this  action  would  interfere  with  their 
arrangement  with  these  teachers.  The  moral  obligation  of  the  com- 
mittee and  the  Board  to  carry  out  the  agreement  with  these  teachers 
was  considered  a  matter  about  which  there  could  be  no  reasonable 
doubt.  In  proposing  the  positions  and  salaries  the  purpose  of  the 
committee  was  to  provide  for  this  school  as  other  schools  had  been 
provided  for,  by  adopting  regulations  which  should  govern  future  ap- 
pointments. What  they  had  conscientiously  done  and  what  had  been 
considered  by  those  whose  services  had  been  sought  as  authoritative 
and  final  was  in  tlie  minds  of  the  committee  settled.  But  the  fixing 
of  the  grades  and  salaries  brought  forth  technical  difficulties  not 
thought  of.  The  teachers  had  not  been  nominated,  and  it  became 
necessary  to  nominate  them  after  the  new  rules,  fixing  the  grades  and 
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salaries,  had  been  adopted  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations, restricted  by  the  rules,  could  place  the  teachers  on  the  year 
of  service  only  provided  by  these  new  rules.  Tiiese  teachers,  instead 
of  receiving  the  salaries  the  committee  agreed  to  give  them  when 
they  accepted  their  positions,  received  considerably  less  than  the 
amounts  originally  proposed. 

In  the  judgment  of  this  committee  the  question  for  the  Board  to 
determine  is  whether  the  agreement  made  with  these  teachers  by  the 
Committee  on  Manual  Training  at  the  time  of  their  entrance  into  the 
service  is  one  which  this  Board  is  morally  and  in  equity  bound  to 
sustain.  In  our  opinion  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Manual 
Training  should  be  sustained  and  their  agreement  with  these  teachers 
ratified  by  the  Board.  As  the  rules  are  now  fixed  governing  ap- 
pointments to  this  school  in  the  future,  this  action  cannot  be  consid- 
ered as  establishing  a  precedent ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  following 
implicitly  the  action  of  the  Board  in  such  cases  in  the  past.  The 
committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  the  following-named  teachers  in  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School  be  fixed  at  the  rates  stated,  from  the 
dates  specified  :  Roswell  Parish,  junior-master,  ninth  year,  from  Sept.

The  building 
laws  would  require  a  large  expense  to  enlarge  the  build- 
ing, and  the  possible  loss  of  the  use  of  several  rooms  by 
such  enlargement  makes  the  plan  undesirable.  The 
City  Architect,  the  Superintendent,  the  committee  in 
charge,  and  the  head-master  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  plan  suggested  in  the  report  referred  to  us 
is  the  most  economical  and  effective  means  of  furnishing 
the  needed  and  proper  increased  accommodations.  This 
plan  is  to  move  the  Appleton-street  Primary  School- 
house  to  the  rear  of  the  lot  and  erect  a  new  building 
fronting  on  Appleton  street.  Your  committee  concur  in 
the  opinion  of  others  that  this  is  the  most  feasible  and 
satisfactory  course  to  pursue.  To  do  this  will  require, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Architect,  about  $95,000,  or 
$20,000  more  than  the  City  Council  have  been  asked  to 
appropriate.

In  1892  atten- 
tion  was  called  again  to  the  need  for  a  new  buildino'  and 
in  1893  the  City  Council  were  again  urged  to  grant  the 
necessary  appropriation.  In  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  School  Houses  adopted  by  this  Board  and  sent  to 
the  City  Council,  Feb.  13,  another  request  for  an  appro- 
priation for  a  new  building  was  presented.  The  School 
Committee  have  been  convinced  since  1889  of  the  press- 
ing need  for  a  new  building,  and  have  lost  no  opportunity 
of  urging  the  City  Council  to  grant  the  required  appro- 
priation.    Here  the  power  of  the  School  Board  ceases

cupied for  school  purposes,  reported,  that  this  committee 
made  the  best  terms  possible  with  regard  to  the  rent 
with  the  owner  of  the  building.  It  was  supposed  that 
the  pupils  could  use  the  sanitaries  of  the  Charles  Sum- 
ner School-house,  which  is  not  a  great  distance  from 
this  building  on  South  street ;  but  when  objections  were 
made  on  account  of  the  distance,  the  matter  of  improv- 
ing the  sanitary  condition  of  the  South-street  building  re- 
ceived careful  consideration.  This  committee  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  expend  the 
considerable  sum  of  money  which  would  be  required  to 
place  the  building  in  a  satisfactory  sanitary  condition.

The  Mather  School-house  is  an  old  building,  far  too 
small  for  the  number  of  rooms  into  which  it  is  divided ; 
the  lot  is  about  one-half  the  size  of  an  ordinary  school- 
house  lot.  Each  class,  of  fifty-six  pupils,  is  occupying 
floor  space  equal  to  about  two-thirds  the  area  of  a  modern 
school-room.  The  windows  in  the  rear  of  the  school 
building  are  close  to  the  sanitaries.  The  windows  of 
the  police  station,  which  ventilate  the  cells,  open  on  the 
school-house  yard,  and  emit  foul  odors  a  few  feet  from 
the  school-house  windows.  Attempts  to  purify  the  air 
of  the  school-rooms,  by  different  systems  of  ventilation, 
have  not  brought  about  the  results  desired,  owing  to  the 
present  surroundings.  We  made  our  visit  Avhile  the 
school  was  in  session,   and  found  the  air  in  the  rooms 
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was  very  bad.  The  children  attending  this  school  come 
from  a  closely  peopled  tenement  district,  and  we  believe 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee  to  provide  the 
children  in  their  school  life  with  sunlight  and  air,  and 
remove  them  as  far  as  possible  from  such  scenes  as 
transpire  about  a  police  station. 

The  Parkman    School-house  is  a  six-room  buildino- 
located  on  a  narrow  street,  on  a  lot  containing  only  five 
thousand  square  feet.      Some  of  the  rooms  are  too  dark 
to  be  used,  and  others  are  poorly  adapted  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

Both  of  these  school  buildings  are  in  fair  repair,  and 
in  as  good  sanitary  condition  as  the  circumstances  will 
permit. 

The  committee  propose  to  relieve  the  present  over- 
■  crowded  condition  of  the  school-rooms  in  these  buildings 
by  fitting  up  and  using  the  unoccupied  rooms.  This 
will  afford  some  temporary  relief.  Believing  the  School 
Committee  should  do  all  in  their  power  to  abate  all  con- 
ditions of  our  school  buildings  which  are  a  menace  to 
the  health  of  the  pupils  and  teachers,  this  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  a  new  Primary  school-house  should 
be  erected  to  take  the  place  of  the  Mather  and  Parkman 
School  buildings.  They  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order  :

There  would  be  many 
conflicting  opinions,  and  the  school  statistics  would  be- 
come unreliable  and  the  school  records  would  be  falsely 
kept.  It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  committee 
that  no  chanofe  should  be  made  in  the  existinor  reo;ula- 
tions.

Last  year  an  order  was  referred  to  this  committee  proposing  an 
amendment  to  this  rule,  limiting  the  credit  to  be  given  for  previous 
service  to  certain  ranks  of  teachers,  and  by  allowing  one  year's 
credit  for  more  than  two  and  less  than  four  years'  previous  service  ; 
two  years'  credit  for  more  than  four  and  less  than  six  years'  pre- 
vious service ;  three  years'  credit  for  more  than  six  and  less  than 
eight  years'  previous  service;  and  four  years'  credit  for  more  than 
eight  years'  previous  service. 

The  committee  has  delayed  until  the  present  time  reporting  upon 
the  proposed  amendment,  because  they  believed   that    the    present 
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rule  should  be  fairly  tested,  and  it  is  simply  in  view  of  the  impera- 
tive need  of  reducing  expenditures  that  they  feel  that  a  change  should 
now  be  made. 

The  present  outlook  of  the  school  finances  is  a  serious  one.  On 
account  of  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  reducing  by  $73,000  the 
amount  asked  for  by  this  Board  as  needed  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
schools  this  year,  every  possible  reduction  in  expenses  must  be  made 
to  enable  them  to  be  continued  within  the  appropriation  allowed.  It 
is  not  at  this  time  a  question  of  what  is  desirable  and  helpful  to  the 
school  work,  but  how  we  shall  best  yield  to  a  stern  necessity. 

The  present  rule  is  considered  a  source  of  additional  expense 
which  may  be  avoided;  therefore  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  should  be  abolished,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing order.

The  undersigned  concurs  most  heartily  in  the  report  of  the  major- 
ity as  to  the  necessity  of  great  and  immediate  retrenchment  in  the  ex- 
penditures of  this  Board,  if  it  responds  to  the  implied  wish  of  the 
City  Government,  as  it  would  loyally  do,  and  tries  to  continue  the 
work  with  the  limited  appropriation  granted.  Other  needs  of  our 
great  city  seem  so  imperative  that  it  is  evident  that  much  that  has 
been  eagerly  hoped  for  as  helping  in  the  growth  and  improvement  of 
our  schools  must  be  given  up. 

The  present  rule  was  prepared  after  the  most  careful  deliberation 
and  long  consideration  to  provide  for  the  declared  necessity  for  a 
clearly  defined  rule  which  should  place  the  decision  of  each  election 
in  the  hands  of  a  single  committee  and  limit  its  powers,  thus  secur- 
ing uniformity  and  consistency  of  action,  instead  of  practically 
leaving  the  elections  in  the  hands  of  the  thirteen  different  committees 
who  nominated  teachers. 

To  abolish  this  rule  seems  a  retrogression,  a  step  backwards  to  the 
times  which  some  of  us  remember,  of  constant  struggle  on  the  part 
of  committees  and  masters,  of  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  on  the 
part  of  teachers,  and  glaring  inequalities  in  the  election  of  instructors 
other  than  our  Normal  School  graduates. 

Rather  than  return  to  conditions  which  were  disadvantageous  to 
the  schools,  and  yet  having  due  regard  to  the  present  exigency,  it 
would  seem  wiser  to  adopt  the  amendment  to  the  rule  offered  last 
year,  which  limits  the  application  of  the  rule  to  certain  grades  and 
greatly  lessens  the  expense,  which  has  caused  the  rule  to  be  so  much 
criticised. 
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The  undersigned  would  therefore  offer  the  following  order  as  a 
substitute  for  the  order  offered  in  the  majority  report.

Under  the  direction  of  this  committee,  a  very  enthusiastic  meeting 
of  the  Grammar  School  teachers  of  this  city  was  held,  at  which  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  Mr.  Hubbell  and  others. 

The  plan  adopted  in  New  York  city  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Hubbell, 
and  is  substantially  as  follows  :  An  anti-cigarette  smoking  league  is  to 
be  formed  in  the  boys'  departments  in  every  public  school  in  the 
city.  These  leagues  are  to  be  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  boys  and 
under  their  management.  The  leagues  will  elect  their  officers.  To 
assist  in  the  organization  of  these  leagues,  a  printed  constitution  and 
printed  forms  for  membership  and  pledges  are  distributed  in  the 
schools. 

This  plan,  adopted  in  New  York  city,  is  approved  by  this  commit- 
tee. The  important  point  is  concerning  the  legal  rights  of  this 
Board  in  the  premises.  By  the  laws  of  this  State,  special  instruc- 
tion as  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants,  and  narcotics 
on  the  human  system  must  be  taught  in  the  public  schools.  Thus 
the  power  is  given  to  call  attention  to  this  habit  of  cigarette  smok- 
ing and  to  instruct  the  pupils  as  to  its  effect  upon  the  human  system. 
While  there  may  be  grave  doubts  in  the  minds  of  some  as  to  the 
power  of  the  Board  to  connect  themselves  officially  in  the  formation 
of  these  anti-cigarette  smoking  leagues,  there  can  be  no  question 
of  their  right  to  express  their  sympathy  with  the  movement  and 
their  approval  of  the  efforts  being  made  to  decrease  the  use  of  cigar- 
ettes by  our  school  children. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  plan  of  forming  these 
anti-cigarette  smoking  leagues  could  be  endorsed  by  the  Board,  and 
to  encourage  the  movement  the  Board  might  print  for  distribution 
among  the  schools  a  printed  constitution  and  forms  of  membership. 
By  providing  that  no  part  of  the  regular  school  hours  shall  be  given 
by  teachers  or  pupils  to  these  leagues,  we  think  the  matter  will  be 
sufficiently  guarded.  The  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  orders  : 
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Ordered,  That  pupils  of  the  public  schools  be  allowed  to  form 
anti-cigarette  leagues  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city;  provided, 
that  no  part  of  the  school  hours  shall  be  given  by  teachers  or  pupils 
to  the  matter. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Training 
be  authorized  to  place  in  the  hands  of  principals  a  printed  constitu- 
tion and  forms  of  membership  for  such  leagues.

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the  date  for  this  resignation  to  take  effect,  but  that  pains  will  be 
taken  to  release  me  earlier,  in  deference  to  the  pressing  needs  of  the 
ofBce  to  which  I  have  been  called,  if  such  release  can  be  brought 
about  without  detriment  to  interests  we  both  feel  bound  to  respect. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  assure  you  that  the  new  position  has 
come  to  me,  in  every  possible  sense  of  the  word,  unsought,  and  that 
no  ordinary  invitation  to  leave  the  important  work  intrusted  to  my 
care  would  have  been  entertained  for  a  moment. 

My  brief  service  with  the  school  has  bound  me  to  it  with  an 
attachment  that  has  been  strengthened  rather  than  weakened  by  ex- 
perience with  the  obstacles  and  delays  encountered  in  organizing  and 
equipping  it.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  it  is  squarely  on  its  feet 
at  last,  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  junior  class  is  concerned,  with  its 
drawing-room  and  wood-working  rooms  substantially  equipped  and  in 
daily  use,  with  a  daily  session  of  six  hours  and  a  daily  programme 
fixed  in  all  details  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and  with  an  excel- 
lent corps  of  teachers  for  both  the  book  work  and  the  manual. 

The  work  that  now  presses  for  attention  beyond  that  required  by 
the  routine  of  the  sclicol  relates  chiefly  to  equipping  the  pattern- 
making  and  forge  rooms,  an  additional  drawing-room,  and  a  phys- 
ical laboratory,  and  to  putting  in  the  power  and  shafting  for  the 
machinery  of  the  wood-turning  and  pattern-making  rooms.  These 
plans  should  be  put  in  process  of  execution  at  once  if  the  delays  of 
the  past  school  year  are  to  be  avoided  the  next,  but  cannot  be  under- 
taken until  the  appropriations  requested  by  you  for  the  purpose  have 
been  made.  The  second  year's  work  of  tlie  school  is  dependent 
upon  the  execution  of  sucli  plans. 

My  conviction  has  gained  in  strength  that  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School,  in  that  part  of  its  work  which  is  unique  and  on  trial,  is  des- 
tined to  unite  most  happily  two  sorts  of  values,  —  those  of  direct 
material  and  practical  service  in  life  with  others  of  pronounced  edu- 
cational worth;  and  my  faith  is  strong  tliat,  if  the  demands  for  ad- 
mission to  it  are  adequately  met,  it  will  soon  rival  the  largest  of  the 
city  high  schools  in  membership  and  the  best  of  them  in  usefulness, 
seriously  depleting  none  of  them  because  of  the  numerical  gain  that 
comes  from  a  rich  and  added  stimulus,  but  helping  them  all  by  as 
much  as  its  course  extends  the  range  of  desirable  choice. 

With  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness,  patience,  and  courtesy 
of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  of  the  officers  in  your  service  with 
whom  I  have  had  occasion  to  deal,  and  with  wislies  stronger  than  I 
can  express  for  the  prosperity  of  the   school   I   reluctantly  leave,

$600.  To  put  the  yard  in  a  proper  condition  will 
require  stone  walls  on  three  sides  of  the  lot,  the 
putting  in  of  cesspools  and  drains,  filling  in  with 
gravel,  grading  and  paving  the  yard.  The  estimated 
expense  of  the  improvement  of  the  yard  is  about 
$3,500.  The  committee  submit  that  this  is  not  a 
proper  item  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
repairs  of  school  buildings,  and  furthermore,  the  present 
appropriation  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  for 
needed  repairs  of  school  buildings,  and  it  would  be  in 
our  judgment  wrong  to  still  further  reduce  our  appro- 
priation for  repairs  by  charging  to  it  such  an  item  of 
expense  as  this  now  under  consideration.

We  think  the  request  of  the  petitioners  is  a  proper  and 
just  one,  and  should  be  provided  for,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  grant  a 
special  appropriation  for  the  purpose,  and  reconunend 
tli(!  passage  of  the  following  order  :

The  law  gives  to  the  School  Committee  of  Boston  the  power  "to 
select,  bond,  and  purchase  the  land  required  for  school  buildings  and 
their  yards,  and  to  fix  finally  and  conclusively  the  plans  for  school 
buildings  to  be  erected;  ^ro-yt^ZecZ,  that  nothing  herein  shall  authorize 
said  School  Committee,  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Boston,  to  expend  or 
contract  to  expend  for  said  purposes  any  money  in  excess  of  the  amount 
previously  appropriated  therefor."  (See  Chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of 
1889.) 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  School  Board  cannot  proceed 
to  purchase  land  or  to  erect  new  school  buildings  until  the  City 
Council  has  appropriated  the  necessary  sums  therefor,  and  that  when 
such  sums  have  been  appropriated  the  School  Board  cannot  expend 
or  contract  to  expend  for  said  purpose  any  money  in  excess  of  tliese 
appropriations.  We  have  made  this  statement  as  there  are  reasons  to 
suppose  that  the  powers  of  the  School  Board  in  these  matters  are 
often  misunderstood. 

The  subject  of  a  new  Primary  School-house  in  Roslindale,  west  of 
the  railroad,  has  been  before  the  Board  since  December,  1892.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  Board,  Dec.  13,  1892,  a  petition  was  received  from  the 
parents  of  that  section  of  Roslindale,  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  danger  to  their  children  because  of  express  trains  at 
school-hours,  and  asking  that  a  Primary  School-house  be  erected 
west  of  the  railroad.  The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  to  whom 
this  petition  was  referred,  submitted  a  report  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board  that  in  their  judgment  a  new  Primary  School  building  was 
very  much  needed  at  Roslindale  in  the  locality  mentioned,  and  they 
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received  authority  to  advertise  for  a  suitable  lot,  wliich  was  immedi- 
ately done. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  on  Scliool  Ac- 
commodations (School  t)ocunient  No.  4,  1893),  submitted  to  the 
Board  Feb.  14,  1893,  is  the  following  statement: 

"  12.  New  Primary  School-house,  Roslindale.  Lot,  $6,000. 
This  is  one  of  the  rapidly  growing  sections  of  the  city.  The  danger 
to  the  little  children  in  being  compelled  to  cross  railroads  at  grade 
crossings,  togetlier  with  the  fact  of  the  long  distances  to  be  travelled, 
has  urged  this  necessity  with  great  force  upon  us.  The  operations 
in  real  estate  in  that  section  indicate  that  it  will  be  wise  to  select  and 
secure  a  suitable  site  for  a  new  building  as  early  as  possible." 

Appended  to  this  report  of  the  committee  was  an  order  asking  the 
City  Council  to  appropriate  certain  sums  of  money  for  new  school 
buildings,  lots,  etc.,  and  included  in  this  order  was  the  request  for 
an  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  a  site  for  this  Primary  School-house. 
This  appropriation  was  not  granted  by  the  City  Council.  In  their 
Report  on  School  Accommodations  (School  Document  No.  1,  1894), 
presented  to  the  Board  Feb.  13,  1894,  the  Committee  on  School  Houses 
again  urged  the  need  for  this  building,  and  the  City  Council  was  again 
requested  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  .$6,000  for  a  site.  This,  with  other 
requests  of  a  similar  nature,  is  now  under  consideration  by  the  City 
Council. 

The  committee  have  presented  this  lengthy  report  with  the  pur- 
pose of  showing  that  they  are  not  unmindful  of  the  interests  of  the 
children  and  the  schools,  but  that  they  have  done  all  in  their  power  to 
urge  the  necessity  of  providing  a  new  Primary  School  building  in  the 
locality  named.  Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  order :

Besides,  one  of 
the  present  Primary  buildings  in  that  district  is  wholly 
unfit  for  school  purposes,  and  should  be  abandoned. 
The  erection  of  a  new  building  would  enable  us  to  give 
up  the  old  one,  and  would  furnish  much-needed  room 
for  the  increasing  number  of  school  children." 

The  Ino-raham  School-house  is  the  buildino-  alluded  to 
as  the  one  to  be  abandoned.  In  the  report  of  this  com-

While  accomplishing 
these  objects,  the  pupils  should  acquire  the  correct  pro- 
nunciation of  German  and  become  familiar  with  its  forms 
and  syntax,  and  should,  at  the  close  of  the  third  year  of 
study,  be  well  started  in  German  conversation  and  com- 
])osition.

The  results  of  such  visits,  with  such  remarks, 
recommendations,  and  suggestions  as  may  seem  desirable,  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Superintendent  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as 
he  shall  prescribe.  Such  reports  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  Super- 
intendent's office,  and  open  only  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of 
the  Board.

'■'■Sect.  195.  Each  principal  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the 
Superintendent,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose,  on  or  before 
the  fifth  school  day  of  the  month  following  that  covered  by  such 
rejDort.

A  principal  may  suspend  a  scholar  from  school  for 
violent  and  pointed  opposition  to  authority  in  any  particular  instance,

French,  German,  Geometry,  Algebra,  and  Physics  at  an  earlier  age  etc.,  into  Gram- 
than  is  now  possible  under  our  present  school  organization  has,  as  is 
well  known,  received  much  attention  throughout  the  country;  and 
experiments  are  now  going  on,  particularly  in  some  towns  and  cities 
near  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  practicability  of  such 
studies  in  the  courses  of  public  grammar  schools.  The  last  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  of  Boston  was  designed  to 
give  the  School  Committee  and  the  interested  public  full  and  particu- 
lar information  as  to  the  changes  which  would  be  wrought  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  city  if  all  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Ten  were  carried  into  effect. 

Without  now  asking  the  School  Committee  to  consider  all  the 
questions  that  have  arisen  or  might  arise  in  relation  to  the  general 
subject,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  proposition  looking  to  an  immediate 
trial  this  year  of  some  of  the  proposed  enrichments  of  the  grammar 
school  course.  My  proposition  is  this,  that  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools  be  authorized  to  introduce  the  studies  of  Latin, 
French,  German,  Geometry,  Algebra,  and  Physics,  or  any  of  these, 
into  any  grammar  school  in  which  are  found  teachers  able  and  will- 
ing to  teach  any  children  whose  parents  wish  them  to  be  taught  any

of  these  subjects  ;  and  to  make  necessary  changes  for  the  time  being 
in  the  established  course  of  study  so  far  as  such  children  are  con- 
cerned; this  grant  of  authority  to  be  temporary  merely  and  solely  to 
ensure  the  carrying  on  of  the  proposed  experiments  under  the  best 
conditions. 

From  the  results  of  careful  experiments  far  more  than  from  theo- 
retical discussions  will  come  the  light  by  which  our  future  course 
should  be  guided.

We  the  undersigned  parents,  property  holders  and  citizens  of 
Boston,  from  the  Forest-avenue  District,  Dorchester,  do  hereby 
most  emphatically  protest  against  the  proposed  action  of  the  School 
Board,  whereby  a  change  is  made  in  the  Henry  L.  Pierce  School 
District,  by  which  that  part  of  this  district  represented  by  us  is  to  be 
cut  off  and  transferred  to  another ;  namely,  the  Tileston  School  District. 
We  base  our  protests  uj)on  the  following  good  and  valid  reasons  : 

The  physical  hardship  imposed  upon  our  children.  1st.  Because 
of  the  remoteness  of  the  Tileston  School  from  our  homes  —  a  dis- 
tance of  over  a  mile,  requiring  at  least  thirty  minutes  to  cover  the 
ground  from  Capen-  street  to  the  Tileston  School-house,  as  against 
a  distance  of  one-third  less,  that  is,  from  Capen  street  to  the  Henry 
L.  Pierce  School  by  a  route  which  is  not  the  shortest.  2d.  Because 
of  the  necessity  of  the  children  being  compelled  to  eat  cold  dinners 
or  else  be  late  to  school,  contrary  to  the  rules.  Hd.  Because  of 
the  practically  impassable  condition  of  the  road  for  children  after 
severe  storms  in  winter.  4th.  Because  of  the  strain  to  the  delicate 
nervous  system  of  children,  owing  to  the  lonely  road  to  be  travelled 
after  dark  in  mid-winter. 

The  mental  progress  of  the  children  will  be  retarded,  owing  to  the 
time  required  to  become  acquainted  with  new  methods  of  teaching, 
new  surroundings,  etc. 

Our   homes  are  in  the  centre   of   the  original    Henrj    L.    Pierce 
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School  District.  For  years  our  children  were  obliged  to  he  con- 
tented with  tenement-houses,  church  vestries,  etc.,  and  the  Henry 
L.  Pierce  School-house  was  held  up  to  us  as  a  reward  for  our  patience. 
The. building  of  this  school-house  has  been  one  of  the  main  incen- 
tives to  the  rapid  growth  of  our  community,  and  is  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  investment  of  our  money  in  our  houses.  Property 
iiolders  would  not  have  invested  tlieir  money  in  this  district  if  tliey 
iiad  tliought  tliey  would  be  compelled  to  send  their  children  to  a 
school  located  at  a  distance  of  over  a  mile  from  their  homes,  and 
accessible  by  a  road  practically  impassable  at  times.  We  therefore 
request 

1st.     The  rapid  completion  of  the  Morton-street  Scliool-house. 

2d.  That  a  clieap  building  be  erected  on  the  vacant  land  adja- 
cent to  the  Morton-street  School,  and  that  money  be  temporarily 
transferred  from  the  Stoughton  District  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose, or  that  some  building  already  erected  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
be  selected  and  used  until  other  arrangements  can  be  made.

Its  only  purpose  seems  to  be  to  prevent  the  z'eduction  in 
rank  of  teachers.  The  spirit  of  the  rule  is  that  teachers 
with  ranks  higher  than  the  rules  permit  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  other  districts  as  vacancies  occur  in  the  same 
ranks.  The  fact  is  that  these  teachers  are  not  transferred, 
only  one  case  of  such  transfer  having  been  made  to  our 
knowledge.  It  might  not  be  wise,  perhaps,  to  reduce  a 
teacher  in  rank  as  soon  as  the  numbers  fail  to  warrant 
the  higher  rank,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  us  wise  to  con- 
tinue such  teacher  in  the  higher  rank  indefinitely."

It  seems  to  us  that  the  Board  should 
take  every  precaution  to  see  that  only  wholesome, 
nutritious,  and  proper  food  is  furnished,  under  such 
conditions  as  will  ensure  no  danger  to  the  health  of  the 
pupils,  and  at  reasonable  cost.  With  the  responsibility 
resting  upon  us  of  providing  for  the  mental  and  physical 
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care  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools,  this  Board  should  take 
special  interest  in  this  subject,  and  should  not  permit 
the  sale  of  unsuitable  and  harmful  food  to  pupils  in  our 
school  buildings.  This  opportunity  to  practically  sup- 
plement the  instruction  in  physiology  given  in  the 
schools,  and  to  urge  upon  the  pupils  the  importance  of 
the  careful  selection  of  wholesome  and  nutritious  food, 
should  not  be  lost.  We  are  in  sympathy  with  the  ef- 
forts of  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Train- 
ing in  their  endeavor  to  protect  the  health  of  the  pupils , 
while  they  are  in  our  care.  We  assume  no  control  over 
lunches  furnished  by  parents  to  pupils,  but  we  believe  it 
to  be  our  duty  to  provide  that  no  lunches  furnished  to 
pupils  in  our  buildings,  with  even  the  passive  consent  of 
the  Board,  should  be  of  an  injurious,  unsuitable,  or 
harmful  nature.

In  presenting  his  order,  Mr.  Wetmore  spoke  as  follows  : 

Mk.  Pkesident  :  I  have  some  statistics  now  before  me  which  it 
is  obligatory  for  this  Board,  in  the  performance  of  the  public  duty  it 
has  accepted,  to  place  as  prominently  before  the  citizens  as  possible. 
As  an  enfranchised  member  of  this  community,  as  one  of  those  re- 
sponsible for  the  usefulness  of  the  public  schools,  I  feel  ashamed  to 
say  to  the  parents  of  Boston,  "  It  was  our  purpose  to  give  all  your 
children  a  sound,  free  education ;  but  we  find  you  have  so  many  chil- 
dren, and  we  have  so  little  money,  that,  unless  you  can  afford  to  send 
them  to  private  schools,  some  of  them  must  grow  vip  as  the  pickanin- 
nies of  the  South  did  under  the  blight  of  slavery." 

'In  other  words,  the  cold,  unanimated  fact  is  that  Boston  is  forced 
into  the  position  of  denying  education  to  many  of  her  children,  and 
hundreds  more  are  huddled  together  in  rooms  outside  our  school 
buildings,  exposed  to  the  dangers  and  evils  engendered  by  unsanitary 
conditions,  and  suffering  the  deprivations  of  pure  air  and  free  light. 
I  think  it  is  a  serious  question  whether,,  in  some  of  these  rooms,  if 
we  tried  to  strike  a  balance  between  gain  and  loss,  we  should  not 
have  to  debit  education  for  the  credit  of  the  undertaker. 

Even  we,  sitting  here  through  session  after  session,  may  not  know 
.  individually  how  deplorable  the  general  condition  of  our  schools  is, 
and  to  what  straits  some  of  them  have  been  reduced.  It  is  unfortu- 
nate that  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  or  some  other  of  our  an- 
nual reports,  does  not  give  a  specific  statement  of  the  number  of  school 
seats  with  the  number  of  children  applying  for  them.  As  it  is,  we  have 
complaints  intermittently  from  principals,  parents,  local  improve- 
ment societies,  and  the  newspapers.  Complaint  is  isolated.  There 
is  no  bringing  together  of  all  our  needs  into  one  concrete  demand. 
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In  this  matter  of  housing  the  school  children  our  position,  between 
City  Hall  and  the  people,  is  not  so  glorious  as  the  cause  we  represent. 
We  might  be  called  a  board  of  suggestion.  We  see  the  need  of  a 
school-house,  or  of  improved  sanitation  in  an  old  one,  and  we  recom- 
mend to  the  City  Council  the  making  of  the  necessary  appropriation 
of  money.  We  may  even  pray  and  beseech.  If  we  ask  enough  we 
get  less,  and  if  we  ask  too  much  we  may  get  nothing.  We  have  to 
fall  back  to  the  position  of  the  lady  on  the  witness-stand,  who,  when 
asked  by  the  judge  her  age,  replied  :  "  Your  Honor,  I  must  leave  that 
to  your  generosity." 

So  our  Committee  on  School  Houses  is  the  committee  on  apologies. 
Mr.  Humphreys,  its  chairman,  is  our  arch-apologist.  Only  at  the 
last  meeting  he  was  obliged  to  report  that  while  a  certain  important 
sanitary  improvement  was  necessary,  yet,  under  the  condition  of  the 
appropriation,  it  is  impossible  to  seriously  consider  any  proposition 
which  is  not  absolutely  necessary;  and  then  he  added  the  regrets  of 
the  committee  for  being  obliged  to  report  adversely  on  so  many 
essentials  to  school  welfare,  and  he  points  out  that  the  demands  made 
seem  incessant.  Undoubtedly,  demands  and  complaints  must  accu- 
mulate unless  there  is  an  abatement  of  the  causes,  and  there  can  be  no 
such  abatement  until  the  people  of  Boston  and  their  government  fully 
realize  that  the  cause  of  education  must  have  the  financial  support 
we  ask  for  it,  or  it  must  retrograde  rapidly.  It  is  not  enough  for  us 
to  say  we  are  not  responsible.  We  should  take  an  aggressive  position 
and  lose  no  opportunity  to  concentrate  public  observation  upon  an 
issue  of  throbbing  fact. 

When  we  have  stated  to  the  people  that  the  free  education  of  all 
their  children  is  no  longer  a  condition,  but  only  a  theory ;  that  be- 
cause we  have  not  the  use  of  their  money  with  which  to  do  other- 
wise, we  must  expose  their  children  to  the  dangers  of  devastating 
diseases ;  when  we  must  inform  them,  on  the  authority  of  our  own 
accredited  medical  adviser,  that  we  throw  away  proportionately 
more  child-life  than  do  the  more  densely  crowded  cities  of  London 
and  Berlin,  then,  I  think,  we  may  trust  the  people's  intelligence  and 
exertion  to  secure  the  remedies  we,  here,  so  much  desire. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  it  is  through  a  malicious  disregard  that 
the  City  Council  ignores  the  demands  of  the  School  Committee. 
Under  our  system  of  divided  responsibility  the  full  pressure  is  not 
always  brought  to  bear  upon  the  right  point  at  the  right  time.  But 
the  principle  of  free  schools  has  been  very  close  to  the  hearts  of  the 
people,  and  I  believe  the  time  is  close  at  hand  when  either  this  com- 
mittee or  the  City  Council  must  take  the  responsibility  and  the 
odium  of   neglecting  this  fundamental   trust.     I   believe,  however, 
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the  City  Council  exposes  itself  to  a  just  public  censure  when,  with 
a  hand  both  prodigal  and  ruthless,  it  takes  the  sum  of  .$70,000  from 
the  children  of  Boston  and  scatters  it  through  the  wards  of  the  city 
for  the  purpose  of  inconsequential  improvements.  The  original 
estimates  for  school  maintenance  were  made  by  honorable  and  ex- 
perienced men.  How  this  money  is  spent,  down  to  the  minutest 
detail,  any  one  may  easily  ascertain.  I  believe  the  accounts  of  this 
committee  in^^te  criticism  and  defy  accusation. 

The  practice  of  cutting  down  our  appropriation  and  leaving  us 
with  an  assured  and  determinate  deficit,  which  the  city  is  bound  to 
assume  before  the  close  of  the  year,  is  an  invitation  to  us  to  submit 
a  dishonest,  padded  requisition,  the  alluring  feature  of  it  being  that 
if  we  submit  a  fictitious  estimate  we  may  get  what  we  actually 
require. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  year  we  see — we  see  it  now  —  the  spec- 
tacle of  a  pickpocket  game  carried  on  by  a  number  of  the  city  de- 
partments. The  unexpended  appropriation  of  one  is  being  grabbed 
for  to  make  up  for  the  deficit  of  others.  The  Mayor  himself,  who 
endeavored  early  in  the  year  to  restore  to  us  the  amount  snatched 
from  us,  appears  to  be  trying  to  bring  municipal  order  out  of  the 
departmental  chaos,  and  the  surplus  of  some  one  else  may  relieve, 
temporarily,  our  poverty.  It  is  a  real  nice  communistic  way  of 
doing  business. 

But  the  greatest  hardship  results  from  the  refusal  to  make  special 
appropriation  for  new  school  buildings  and  improvements.  In  the 
absence  of  official  statistics  covering  the  ground,  I  gathered  from 
fifty  head-masters  exact  statements  of  their  conditions  and  needs, 
showing  the  overcrowding  and  the  number  of  children  who  are  ex- 
cluded from  their  educational  rights,  and  the  number  of  those  who 
are  struggling  for  a  little  elementary  knowledge  in  the  wholly  inad- 
equate outside  rooms,  hired  for  their  emergency  asylums.  I  have 
summarized  these,  to  save  your  time,  and  will  present  them  by  dis- 
tricts. 

From  the  fact  that  one  hundred  and  forty-four  new  houses,  cost- 
ing nearly  half  a  million  dollars,  were  built  in  Ward  1,  East  Bos- 
ton, last  year,  it  is  natural  that  the  tax  upon  the  Emerson  school  is 
increasing.  Mr.  J.  Willard  Brown,  the  head-master,  states  that  he 
has  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  more  pupils  in  the  district  than  he  had 
a  year  ago.  Two  Primary  classes  of  the  Blackinton  School  are 
lodged  in  a  chapel  on  Bennington  street,  exposing  small  children  to 
the  dangers  of  crossing  the  busy  tracks  of  two  freight  lines  of  rail- 
way. A  new  four  or  six  room  building  should  be  erected  within  a 
year  in  the  "  fourth  section  "  of  the  island,  about  half-way  between 
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the  Emerson  and  the  Blackinton  Schools,  for  Primary  children  and 
the  lowest  Grammar  class.  The  pressure  upon  tlie  Emerson  and 
Noble  Schools  requires  immediate  relief. 

In  the  Second  Division,  Mr.  Edward  Stickney,  principal  of  the 
Warren  School,  complains,  on  behalf  of  his  teachers,  of  defective 
drainage  in  the  Grammar  School.  In  the  Cross-street  Primary  the 
rooms  are  small,  low-studded,  and  unventilated.  A  new  building  is 
seriously  needed.  There  is  well-grounded  complaint  on  lack  of 
ventilation  in  the  Mead-street  Primary,  and  a  small  amount  of  money 
—  which  this  committee  has  not  —  would  make  it  all  right.  Mr. 
William  B.  Atwood,  principal  of  the  Frothingham,  has  at  present 
one  class  in  the  hall  of  the  school  building  and  two  classes  in  the 
basement.  Three  classes  are  occupying  very  poor  quarters  outside. 
If  recommendations  already  made  by  this  committee  can  be  carried 
out,  relief  will  be  given.  The  Frothingham  building,  however, 
needs  immediate  attention,  for  the  atmosphere  at  times  is  filthy,  in 
spite  of  every  effort  to  keep  it  wholesome.  Mr.  Samuel  J.  Bullock, 
master  of  the  Bunker  Hill  School,  reminds  us  that  it  is  already  well 
known  to  this  committee  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings 
in  the  district  needs  to  be  improved.  A  new  Primary  building  to  take 
the  place  of  the  old,  ill-adapted  structure  on  Bunker  Hill  street  is 
desirable. 

It  is  plain  enough  that  the  Third  Division  is  in  a  bad  way.  Mr.  0. 
W.  Dimick,  head-master  of  the  Wells,  states  that  up  to  two  weeks 
ago  he  had  refused  admission  to  96  children.  I  give  his  own  state- 
ment to  me : 

"  We  need  anew  building,  and  at  once,  and  could  immediately  put 
four  classes  into  it  without  moving  a  single  class  from  its  present 
quarters,  whereas  three  classes  are  now  in  buildings  not  owned  by  the 
city.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  two  of  my  buildings  would  be 
classed  good  ;  in  one  fair ;  but  in  the  church,  occupied  by  two  classes, 
or  123  pupils,  not  decent,  not  safe.  My  returns  last  Friday  gave 
1,096  Primary  children  in  18  classes,  or  an  average  of  60  to  a  class 
and  16  surplus.  There  ought  to  be  88  children  taken  out  of  those 
classes,  and  there  would  then  be  left  56  to  a  teacher  — the  minimum 
number  fixed  by  the  committee.  These  88,  with  the  96  refused  ad- 
mission, would  make  184  who  should  be  provided  for  by  rooms 
beyond  what  we  are  now  using. 

"  Two  of  my  lowest  Primary  classes,  containing  123  children,  are  in 
a  chapel  on  Chambers  street,  —  all  in  one  room,  —  and  nearly  all  are 
obliged  to  cross  the  Cambridge  car  tracks.  One  Kindergarten  class 
is  in  another  chapel  on  the  same  street.  Could  the  City  Council  be 
persuaded  to  remove  the  ward-room  from  the  Wells  School  building 
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one  extra  room  would  be  gained.  As  it  is,  to  accommodate  the  voters 
of  the  West  End  with  the  use  of  the  room,  six  or  eight  times  a  year, 
60  children  are  kept  out  of  school  the  whole  year." 

This  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  politicians,  but  it  is  not  just  to  the 
children.  Mr.  Dimick  has  grounds  for  believing  that  his  needs  are 
not  exceeded  in  any  part  of  the  city,  but,  shameful  to  relate,  he  is 
wrong.  Here  is  wliat  Mr.  Samuel  Harrington,  of  the  Eliot  School, 
has  to  say : 

"  One  hundred  and  twenty  Kindergarten  pupils  and  the  Carpenter 
manual  training  class  are  occupying  rooms  outside  of  city  buildings. 
The  23  Grammar  teachers  to  which  the  school  is  entitled  occupy  only 
21  rooms,  and  these  are  in  four  different  buildings.  A  new  building 
is  required.  Two  of  the  rooms  now  occupied  are  utterly  unfit  for 
use,  one  for  lack  of  light,  and  the  other,  a  ward-room,  on  account  of 
uncleanliness  and  many  necessary  interruptions.  Eight  rooms  are 
needed  to  accommodate  the  present  pupils  of  this  district." 

Mr.  Lewis  H.  Dutton  gives  very  good  reasons  for  the  assertion 
that  a  new  ten-room  school  building  is  an  immediate  and  absolute 
necessity  in  the  Hancock  District.  Two  hundred  children  are  ac- 
commodated in  rooms  outside  of  the  school  buildings,  at  an  expense 
of  .$2,800  for  rent.  The  rooms  are  poorly  equipped  for  school 
purposes.  The  Hancock  building  is  in  good  sanitary  condition,  but 
the  Cushman  needs  attention  at  once.  The  Ingraham  building  and 
the  one  on  North  Margin  street  are  wholly  unfitted,  either  in  san- 
itary conditions  or  location,  for  school  purposes. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Marston  has  already  refused  12  applicants  admission 
to  the  lower ,class  of  the  Primary  School  in  Chardon  court,  and  the 
Grammar  School  is  especially  crowded  in  the  lower  grades.  Mr. 
Marston  has  to  make  provision,  according  to  the  Regulations,  for 
924  boys,  and  they  already  have  952.  Great  difficulty  is  expected 
there,  unless  reasonable  foresight  be  exercised  in  the  matter  of 
school  accommodation.  What  should  be  done  depends  somewhat 
on  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  new  Bowdoin  School-house  —  if  that  is 
ever  built. 

The  Chardon-court  building  has  been  much  criticised  and  often 
condemned  as  unsuitable  for  Primary  School  purposes.  A  new 
school  building  is  much  needed  in  that  neighborhood.  There  seems 
to  be  need  of  a  new  Primary  building  in  the  Bowdoin  District.  Mr. 
Alonzo  Meserve,  the  principal,  has  four  classes  —  three  Primary  and 
one  ungraded  —  in  a  hired  building.  The  so-called  "  conveniences  " 
are  abominable,  but  would  have  been  remodelled  years  ago,  to  use 
his  own  words,  "  had  we  not  been  struggling  for  a  new  building." 

Because  a  school  is  a  good  school  it  does  not  follow  that  it  could 
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not  be  better.  Those  who  attended  the  graduating  exercises  at  the 
Prince  School,  in  the  Fourth  Division,  this  year,  must  have  been  im- 
pressed with  the  need  of  more  room  in  the  assembly  hall.  I  suppose 
it  is  not  disloyalty  to  other  schools  to  call  the  Prince  a  "  show  " 
school.  It  is  certainly  very  successful,  and  its  public  exhibitions 
attract  exceptionally  large  numbers  of  parents  and  friends.  Very 
many  were  excluded  from  the  assembly  hall  this  year  because  the 
interest  manifested  was  greater  than  the  room  provided.  It  is  so  all 
the  time.  The  main  building  ought  to  be  enlarged  to  provide  seat- 
ing capacity  in  the  hall;  and  basement  rooms  for  cooking  and  sloyd 
classes.  The  school,  as  Mr.  E.  B.  Young,  the  principal,  truly  says, 
is  much  inconvenienced  in  these  particulars.  A  plan  for  increasing 
the  capacity  of  the  building  at  comparatively  small  cost  has  been 
under  consideration  in  this  committee,  I  believe,  and  if  carried  into 
effect  it  would  provide  also  for  science,  drawing,  and  Kindergarten 
teaching.  The  district  is  greatly  in  need  of  increased  facilities  for 
effective  work  in  some  of  the  departments  of  instruction. 

The  Quincy  District,  in  the  same  division,  is  badly  off.  No  rooms 
have  been  hired  outside,  simply  for  the  reason  that  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Buildings  and  Mr.  Bunker,  the  principal,  were  unable  to  find 
any  suitable.  The  school  buildings  are  old,  inadequate,  and  mis- 
placed. The  sanitary  conditions  of  one  or  two  are  very  poor. 
More  Primary  accommodations  are  needed  for  the  south  end  of  the 
district.  About  55  children  have  been  unable  to  gain  admission  to 
the  Primary  rooms,  and  there  is  no  provision  for  a  large  number 
of  children  of  IHndergarten  age. 

In  the  Fifth  Division  the  Hyde  School,  of  which  Mr.  S.  C.  Stone 
is  principal,  is  severely  tried,  and  has  had  to  avail  itself  of  temporary 
accommodations.  The  great  fire,  in  the  spring,  disarranged  district 
plans,  and  the  Walpole-street  School,  which  was  burned,  ought  not 
to  be  rebuilt.  A  building,  instead,  is  needed  in  a  less  objectionable 
neighborhood,  —  I  refer  to  the  proximity  of  the  base-ball  grounds, 
the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue,  and  natural  changes  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  neighborhood  of  the  Walpole-street  School.  But  even 
if  the  burned  district  is  provided  for  by  a  new  school,  there  will  be  a 
need,  in  the  near  future,  of  a  six-room  building  for  Kindergarten 
and  Primary  somewhere  in  the  territory  bounded  by  Hammond,  Tre- 
mont,  and  Lenox  streets,  and  Shawmut  avenue. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Morse,  principal  of  the  Sherwin  School,  reports  45 
Kindergarten  children  for  whom  he  has  no  accommodation.  There  is 
a  class  of  60  Primary  children  in  Day's  chapel,  on  Parker  street, 
and  for  this  the  city  pays  .$360  per  year. 

There  is  a  Primary  building  which,  if  added  to,  would  accommo- 
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date  the  children  in  Day's  chapel  and  the  Kindergarten  class.     This 
improvement  is  demanded. 

So  much  has  been  said,  recently,  about  the  bad  condition  of  the 
Mather  School,  in  South  Boston,  the  Sixth  Division,  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  go  into  the  details  again.  Suffice  it  to  say,  the  building 
is  wholly  unfit,  through  faults  within  and  without.  An  appropriation 
was  almost  secured  for  a  new  building  in  the  district  this  year.  It 
was  waylaid. 

The  Gaston  School  has  40  Primary  children  in  outside  rooms, 
but  the  principal,  Mr.  Barnes,  is  sanguine.  He  has  been  expecting 
relief  hourly  during  the  last  two  months. 

Mr.  Joshua  M.  Dill,  of  the  John  A.  Andrew  School,  states  that  he 
has  refused  admission  to  8  children,  and  51  Kindergarten  pupils 
are  in  a  room  not  owned  by  the  city. 

Mr.  Sylvester  Brown  reports  that  a  building  for  Kindergarten  and 
Primary  children  will  be  needed  in  the  Martin  District,  probably 
before  it  can  be  built. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Ripley,  of  the  Bigelow  School,  has  one  class  in  the  hall 
of  that  building.  Room  outside  has  to  be  hired  every  February,  and 
the  prospects  being  good  for  an  unusually  large  number  of  promo- 
tions next  February,  the  previous  accommodations  will  be  entirely 
inadequate,  and  he  is  unable  to  see  how  satisfactory  arrangements 
can  be  made. 

Coming  to  the  Seventh  Division,  I  find  Mr.  W.  L.  P.  Boardman, 
of  the  Lewis  School,  in  a  curious  state  of  mind,  for  while  he  thanks 
me  for  furnishing  him  with  a  little  outlet  for  his  impatience,  he  also 
cordially  invites  me  to  furnish  an  adjective  sufficiently  strong  to  de- 
scribe certain  unwholesome  conditions  existing  in  his  building. 

Addressing  this  Board,  I  cannot  be  as  reckless  as  Mr.  Boardman 
may  wish,  but  it  is  clearly  evident  that  some  money  should  be  ex- 
pended in  making  a  small  addition  to  the  building.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Humphreys  would  like  some  one  who  is  an  expert  in  profanity  to 
supply  an  adjective  for  him,  for  this  appropriation  has  been  already 
three  times  asked  for. 

Here  is  what  Mr.  J.  R.  Morse,  principal  of  the  Hugh  O'Brien 
School,  has  to  say  : 

"More  than  100  children  are  refused  admission  or  placed  in 
rooms  outside.  I  do  feel  that  we  need  a  new  Primary  building,  and 
we  have  worked  hard  for  one  during  the  past  two  years.  I  am  sure 
the  Grammar  School  building  will  be  too  small  from  now  on.  This 
year  I  was  obliged  to  have  a  school-room  fitted  off  in  the  basement, 
and  it  was  immediately  filled  up  with  56  scholars.  This  district 
grows  rapidly,  and  it  will  be  practically  impossible  to  house  all  the 
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children  without  an  outlay  for  new  buildings.  I  use  a  private  dwell- 
ing for  Primary  children,  and  there  is  an  urgent  demand  for  a  Kinder- 
garten near  the  Howard-avenue  Primary  School.  A  petition  from 
more  than  60  families  for  a  Kindergarten  has  been  on  file  two  years. 
We  have  worked  on  every  line  possible  for  a  new  Primary  building 
on  Howard  avenue,  near  the  old  building,  where  the  city  owns  an 
abundance  of  land.  The  School  Committee  asked  for  $45,000  for 
this  purpose  last  year,  but  failed  to  get  it  on  account  of  the  appro- 
priation being  cut  down.  Mr.  Humphreys,  Chairman  of  the  Seventh 
Division  Committee,  recognizes  all  these  facts." 

Mr.  Henry  L.  Clapp,  of  the  Putnam  School,  dismissed  361  pupils 
last  June,  and  came  back  in  September  to  meet  418.  Larger  acces- 
sions next  year  are  expected,  and  he  says,  rather  dubiously,  "  What 
we  shall  do  with  them  I  cannot  state."  Owing  to  rapid  building  of 
houses  in  the  district,  measures  for  securing  a  Primary  School  lot 
should  be  taken  at  once ;  otherwise  a  great  amount  of  unnecessary 
trouble  will  be  caused. 

Mr.  Leverett  M.  Chase,  of  the  Dudley  School,  reports  140  Primary 
pupils  in  three  rooms  in  what  was  formerly  a  dwelling-house  at  the 
corner  of  Vernon  and  Auburn  streets.  There  is  pressing  need  of 
a  new  building  for  the  Vernon  School.  The  sanitary  condition,  of 
the  old  house  is  very  bad.  At  times  the  stench  has  been  so 
terrible  that  a  large  number  of  pupils  and  several  teachers  have 
been  made  violently  sick.  There  is  a  state  of  affairs  there  which 
would  not  be  discussed  in  all  detail  in  polite  society.  After  petition- 
ing twenty  years  for  better  sanitary  appliances,  Mr.  Chase  has  to  put 
up  with  the  same  old  villanous  conditions.  The  teachers  have  suf- 
fered from  malaria  and  several  from  diphtheria.  Two  houses  had 
no  traps  for  sewer-pipes,  and  gas  poured  unobstructed  into  the 
building.  Without  doubt,  much  sickness,  several  deaths,  general 
discomfort,  and  large  expense  have  resulted  from  the  defective 
plumbing  and  drainage  of  the  houses  of  the  Dudley  District.  I  am 
not  here  as  Mr.  Humphrey's  defamer  or  eulogist,  and  I  am  only 
complying  with  a  request  of  Mr.  Chase  in  saying  that  the  present 
chairman  of  the  division  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  securing 
other  reforms  in  the  district. 

In  the  Dearborn  School  District  there  are  now  25  children.  Pri- 
mary and  Kindergarten,  excluded  from  school.  Relief  is  expected 
during  the  winter,  but  at  present  there  are  50  children  in  tlie  base- 
ment of  the  Dearborn-street  chapel. 

Mr.  C.  F.  King,  the  principal,  reports  improper  or  insufficient 
ventilation  in  the  Yeoman-street  Primary  building,  and  he  asks  for  a 
better  system,  which  would  not  cost  much.     The  present  Grammar 
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School  building  is  very  old,  and  so  old-fashioned  that  it  has  no 
clothes-rooms  for  the  pupils.  A  new  building  must  come,  sooner 
or  later. 

Taking  up  the  Eighth  Division,  I  had  better  give  you  the  statement 
of  Mr.  Hall,  of  the  Washington  AUston  District,  just  as  he  made  it : 

"  The  Washington  Allston  School  is  a  building  of  10  rooms  and  a 
hall.  It  is  occupied  by  11  classes,  a  class  of  56  children  being  located 
in  the  hall,  to  the  serious  inconvenience  of  the  school,  as  the  hall 
must  be  abandoned  for  all  general  exercises.  There  are  50  pupils 
located  in  a  building  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  who  should  be 
brought  under  the  care  of  the  master  of  the  school.  The  present 
condition  of  affairs  might  be  tolerated,  perhaps,  if  matters  were  not 
daily  growing  worse. 

"  It  has  been  a  constant  struggle  with  us  ever  since  annexation  to 
get  adequate  accommodation  for  our  constantly  increasing  num- 
bers. Our  schools  have  grown  from  430  pupils  in  1876  to  1,500  in 
1894.  Our  school-rooms  have  been  increased  from  9  to  27.  This 
increase  is  still  going  on,  and  a  crowded  school  with  us  does  not  lead 
us  to  hope  for  a  better  condition  of  affairs  in  the  future  by  a  de- 
crease of  pupils,  as  in  some  sections  of  the  city,  but  is  a  guarantee 
of  more  unfavorable  conditions,  unless  anticipatory  provisions  be 
made. 

"  We  need  to-day  a  Primary  School  building  of  four  rooms,  near  the 
corner  of  Chester  street  and  Brighton  avenue,  and  a  Grammar  School 
building  of  six  or  eight  rooms  in  the  vicinity  of  North  Harvard 
square.  These  buildings  would  be  imperatively  needed  as  soon  as 
they  could  be  made  ready  for  occupancy,  if  begun  at  once.  Imme- 
diate relief  could  be  procured  by  the  purchase  of  the  Allston  Club- 
house. The  School  Board  recommended  this,  but  the  Council  failed 
to  appropriate  the  money.  There  are  to-day  50  buildings  in  process 
of  erection  in  this  school  district.  They  will  afford  accommodations 
for  at  least  100  families,  showing  that  the  increase  in  the  future  will 
keep  pace  with  that  of  the  past." 

In  the  Lowell  District  two  outside  rooms  have  been  hired  this 
session.  Four  other  rooms  are  hired,  and  one  is  too  small  for  Gram- 
mar pupils.  Mr.  D.  W.  Jones  reports  that  another  building  for 
Grammar  pupils  will  be  needed  before  it  can  be  built.  It  would  take 
two  years  to  build  it,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  there  will  be 
300  or  400  pupils  to  occupy  it. 

For  the  Charles  Sumner  District,  Mr.  Artemas  Wiswall  reports  820 
Grammar  School  pupils,  and  the  seating  capacity  in  rooms  belonging 
to  the  city  is  584.  There  are  really  about  50  Grammar  pupils  with- 
out accommodation.    There  are  112  Primary  pupils  in  outside  rooms. 
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In  the  district  200  Kindergarten  children  have  been  enrolled,  but  as 
no  provision  has  been  made  for  housing  them,  they  have  remained  at 
home. 

Still,  the  most  pressing  need  of  the  district  is  another  Grammar 
School  building.  Were  such  a  building  started  at  once,  by  the  time 
of  its  comjjletion  there  would  be  more  than  400  pupils  to  enter  it. 
Buildings,  which  in  their  plan  and  structure  have  no  reference  to 
school  purposes,  cannot,  with  any  amount  of  skill  and  labor,  be  made 
to  subserve  such  purposes.  These  outside  rooms  are  no  excei)tion. 
In  this  whole  section  it  would  be  impossible  to  select  locations  so  un- 
fitted by  reason  of  noise  and  dust.  The  buildings  have  no  ventila- 
tion. The  children  have  no  yard  for  recreation.  There  is,  also, 
great  need  of  a  Primary  School  building  on  the  west  side  of  the  rail- 
road track.  The  schools  of  the  district  nowoccupy  eight  different 
buildings,  there  are  children  enough  to  fill  three  more  rooms,  and 
miles  of  travel  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  principal  to  reach  them. 

The  need  of  a  school  at  Aberdeen,  in  the  Brighton  District,  has 
recently  been  spoken  of,  and  the  City  Council,  we  know,  refused  to 
grant  an  appropriation. 

Other  schools,  in  the  Bennett  District,  the  Winship,  the  Union- 
street  Primary  and  the  Grammar,  are  much  in  need  of  improved 
sanitation. 

At  the  Jamaica  Plain  end  of  the  division,  the  Agassiz  District,  a 
four-room  building  ought  to  be  built,  near  Forest  Hills  station,  where 
most  of  the  children  live.  The  present  building  is  oflf  to  one  side  of 
a  rapidly  growing  section.  Mr.  Gibson  states  that  three  rooms  are 
needed  now. 

Coming  to  the  Ninth  and  last  division,  Mr.  George,  of  the  Tileston 
School,  foresees  the  need  of  purchasing  land  now  for  a  Grammar 
School  to  be  located  near  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  south  of  Franklin 
field.  That  section  is  growing  fastest,  and  when  Blue  Hill  avenue 
is  widened  it  will  increase  still  more. 

Mr.  Lancaster,  of  the  Stoughton  School,  has  150  children  in  out- 
side rooms,  and  needs  a  new  building. 

In  the  Mather  School,  Dorchester,  Mr.  Southworth  has  divided 
his  hall  and  put  two  classes  into  it.  The  Kindergarten  pupils  occupy 
three  rooms  in  a  house  outside.  Fifty  or  60  new  pupils  usually 
apply  in  the  spring.     There  is  no  place  to  put  them. 

I  will  conclude  this  with  three  cases  which  easily  rival  the  Wells 
School  for  badness.  They  are  Dorchester  cases.  Mr.  Whittemore, 
of  the  Harris  School,  did  not  count  the  children  he  turned  away  this 
year,  but  there  were  a  good  many.  In  order  not  to  exclude  all  who 
applied  late  he  placed  an  overflow  class  in  what  he  calls  the  attic. 
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This  room  is  low-studded,  poorly  lighted,  and  has  no  ventilation. 
Some  of  the  classes  are  above  the  regulation  number  of  56  pupils, 
and  the  air  of  the  room  is  correspondingly  bad.  Many  new  houses 
are  going  up  in  the  district,  and  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to 
erect  a  new  building.  Both  school-houses  have  been  added  to,  and 
further  changes  of  that  nature  would  be  unwise.  Two  years  ago 
the  School  Committee  bargained  for  a  lot  for  a  Grammar  building, 
but  was  unable  to  get  from  the  City  Council  the  money  to  pay  for  it. 
The  new  garbage  "  hospital "  will  be  very  near  one  of  the  school- 
houses.  The  people  of  Dorchester  have  spoken  on  that  subject, 
and  the  thing  itself  will  soon  speak  far  more  eloquently. 

The  shocking  condition  of  the  Edward  Everett  District  has  been 
shown  up  recently  in  the  newspapers.  There  are  at  present  more 
than  150  Grammar  and  Primary  pupils  and  about  100  Kindergarten 
pupils  who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  school  building.  Mr. 
Miner  reports  that  he  has  more  than  160  more  pupils  than  he  had  a 
year  ago,  and  then  every  room  was  full.  Judging  from  the  number 
of  houses  now  building  this  number  of  children  will  be  doubled  in 
the  year  to  come;  that  is,  there  will  be  300  Grammar  and  Primary 
pupils  more  than  the  buildings  will  hold. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  outside  rooms  that  have  been 
hired  are  unsatisfactory.  Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  are  prevalent 
in  the  neighborhood  and  the  schools  are  blamed  for  it.  There  is  no 
Kindergarten  in  the  entire  section,  although  there  are  200  children 
whose  parents  desire  them  to  attend  one. 

The  Henry  L.  Pierce  School  was  begun  in  1889  and  finished  in 
1892,  costing  .$117,500,  and  was  built  to  accommodate  784  pupils.  It 
is  one  of  our  new  schools.  Mr.  H.  W.  Warren,  the  principal,  writes 
me : 

"Emphatically,  I  have  not  room  for  the  children  of  my  district. 
Although  I  discharged  62  pupils  September  19  (on  account  of 
overcrowding  and  change  of  district  lines)  to  attend  other  schools, 
I  immediately  received  45  who  had  been  waiting  for  admission  and 
lived  within  our  district ;  and  since  that  date  I  have  received  several 
others.  This  day  (Monday)  I  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  admission 
to  two  pupils  who  live  in  the  district,  and  have  requested  them  to 
remain  out  of  school  until  I  send  for  them.  I  am  obliged  to  have  a 
class  of  40  in  our  exhibition  hall,  which  is  wholly  unfit  for  a  school 
room. 

"  There  are  six  or  seven  now  waiting  for  admission  to  my  Primary 
classes,  who  will  be  unable  to  attend  school  until  some  pupils  leave. 
We  have  no  rooms  outside  our  school  buildings,  but  we  consider  our. 
exhibition   hall   as  undesirable  for  a  school-room   as  many   outside 
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rooms  would  be.  I  hope  that  no  new  building  -will  be  added  to  my 
present  charge,  and  that  no  additions  will  be  made  to  our  present 
buildings.  In  my  opinion,  there  should  be  more  school-houses  and 
more  school  districts  in  Dorchester,  instead  of  enlarging  those  at 
present  existing. 

"  In  this  district  there  are  now  under  my  charge  considerably  more 
than  1,100  children,  and  I  believe  that  the  number  should  be  lessened, 
not  increased.  In  the  Grammar  classes  we  number  700,  and  I 
think  that  number  too  great.  "We  have  seats  in  the  building  for  671 
only ;  all  above  that  number  are  provided  with  temporary  movable 
desks. 

"  The  new  buildings  desired  for  the  Stoughton  and  Harris  School 
Districts  cannot  be  planned  and  pushed  forward  too  rapidly,  and  I 
earnestly  hope  that  they  will  be  made  large  enough  to  provide  for 
future  needs.  We  were  five  years  trying  to  secure  this  new  build- 
ing, and  before  it  was  finished  it  became  evident  that  it  would  very 
soon  be  too  small  to  accommodate  pupils  in  this  district.  In  one 
year  and  siz  months  from  our  first  occupying  it  we  had  to  use  our 
exhibition  hall  as  a  school-room." 

It  appears  from  the  returns  I  have  received  from  principals  that 
at  least  871  children  are  being  deprived  of  an  education  now,  and 
that  2,541  other  children  are  housed,  after  a  fashion,  in  rooms  not 
owned  by  the  city,  making  a  total  of  .S,412  children  who  are  not 
properly  provided  for  by  the  city  of  Boston.  This  number  would 
more  than  fill  seven  school  buildings  of  eight  rooms  each,  if  the 
buildings  were  at  this  moment  ready  for  occupancy.  But  when 
it  is  considered  that  years  must  elapse  before  they  can  be  built,  it 
must  be  seen  how  desperate  our  condition  is,  and  will  for  some  time 
remain.  I  have  not  spoken  at  all  of  High  Schools,  and  of  the  need 
of  a  new  Normal  School  building.  The  city  is  paying  more  than 
$17,000  per  year  for  rentals  of  outside  rooms,  and  this  sum  would 
pay  the  interest  on  .$400,000  to  be  invested  in  new  buildings. 

While  I  was  arranging  these  facts  last  evening  the  post  brought 
me  a  note  from  an  acquaintance,  a  mother,  who  had  recently  moved 
from  East  Boston  to  Dorchester.     It  is  as  pathetic  as  it  is  brief : 

"  I  took  Harold  to  school  this  morning,  but  they  would  not  take 
him  in,  as  the  school  was  full.     Can  you  tell  me  M^hat  to  do?  " 

Beside  this  indictment,  terrible  in  its  simplicity,  I  wish  to  put  just 
two  sentences  from  the  speech  made  in  this  city  only  two  weeks  ago 
by  Dr.  Edward  Everett  Hale,  before  a  national  trade  organization. 
Here  are  his  words  : 

"  For  that  reason  we  said  :  '  By  the  living  God,  you  shall  all  have 
the  best  education  we  know  how  to  give  you,  be  you  brat  born  in  the

gutter,  or  be  you  the  son  of  a  prince.'  Free  education,  we  said  to 
every  man,  and,  gentlemen,  we  have  said  it  from  that  day  to  this, 
and  we  propose  to  say  it,  as  all  Americans  propose  to  say  it,  to  the 
end  of  time." 

In  the  general  jettison  of  our  requisitions  upon  the  coriaceous  City 
Council  we  save  almost  nothing  to  keep  up  with  the  marvellous 
growth  of  the  annexed  territory.  In  1892,  1,282  wooden  buildings 
were  erected  in  Dorchester,  Brighton,  and  West  Roxbury.  Last 
year,  with  all  the  depression,  902  new  homes  were  completed.  In 
'92,  705,  and  in  '93,  543  wooden  buildings  were  completed  in  Dor- 
chester alone.  This  year,  up  to  the  19th  day  of  the  present  month, 
1,349  permits  for  wooden  houses  have  been  granted,  and  of  this  num- 
ber 492  were  for  Dorchester.  It  is  estimated  that  these  buildings 
average  two  families  to  a  house.  Yet  the  city  this  year  is  spending 
not  much  more  than  half  the  money  it  spent  in  1874  for  new  school 
buildings.  The  year  previous  the  appropriation  —  not  the  cost,  re- 
member —  was  larger  than  it  ever  had  been.  But  even  then  it  was 
only  $1.27  per  head  of  population,  while  Cambridge  appropriated 
$1.31  per  head,  Lowell  $1.74  per  head,  and  Worcester  $1.71  per 
head.  But  according  to  the  City  Architect,  Boston  actually  spent 
about  $125,000  less  than  it  appropriated. 

Confining  ourselves  to  our  own  State,  Boston  stands  332d  in  the 
list  of  our  cities  and  towns  in  the  matter  of  educational  expenditure, 
only  twenty  towns  and  not  one  city  being  lower.  Boston  pays  only 
1.86  mill,  or  less  than  two-tenths  of  a  cent,  as  the  percentage  of  the 
valuation  appropriated  to  public  schools. 

Carrying  the  comparison  beyond  State  limits  we  find  we  stand  no 
better.  New  York  counts  as  among  her  expenditures  of  a  perma- 
nent character,  this  year,  a  million  and  a  half  for  new  school  build- 
ings. Chicago  has  already  spent  this  year  three-quarters  of  a  million 
for  new  buildings,  and  she  has  an  appropriation  of  $1,117,000  to 
draw  upon,  while  for  general  repairs  she  is  spending  almost  as  much 
as  we  are  putting  out  for  new  buildings.  Mr.  Maxwell,  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  in  Brooklyn,  informs  me  that  he,  also, 
is  agitating  for  more  school  accommodations.  To  provide  for 
children  now  unaccommodated  they  have  on  hand  at  present  $200,- 
000,  while  the  State  Legislature  has  authorized  the  city  authorities  to 
issue  school  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $250,000 ;  and  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation has  asked  for  a  further  issue  of  bonds,  during  1895,  of 
$750,000,  making  a  total  of  $1,200,000  for  new  buildings.  I  am  in- 
debted to  Mr.  Brooks,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Philadelphia,  for 
the  statement  that  about  $1,000,000  is  being  spent  there  this  year  for 
new  buildings,  while  $200,000  more  goes  for  alterations  and  repairs 
of  old  ones. 
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From  1874  down  to  the  present  time  there  have  been  begun  and 
completed  in  Boston  forty-five  brick  and  stone  school  buildings,  at  a 
cost  of  .$3, 533, 424:. 83,  and  nine  wooden  school-houses,  at  a  cost  of 
$91,225.01,  making  a  total  expenditure  for  school  buildings  in  the 
twenty  years  $3,624,649.84.  This  amount  includes  more  than  $737,- 
000  for  the  English  High  and  Latin  and  the  Roxbury  High  Schools, 
which,  together,  were  calculated  by  the  architect  to  accommodate 
4,242  pupils.  The  Roxbury  High  School  was  exceptionally  expen- 
sive, costing  $346  per  pupil,  while  the  English  High  and  Latin 
school  cost  only  $129  per  pupil. 

Approximately,  the  city  has  increased  in  population  during  the 
twenty  years  about  150,000.  The  pressure  for  new  schools  is,  of 
course,  greatest  in  tlie  outlying  or  the  annexed  territory.  Between 
1885  and  1890  Boston  proper  increased  in  population  only  14,192, 
while  the  annexed  territory  increased  43,922.  Dorchester  is  growing 
the  fastest,  and  gained  in  that  same  time  about  10,900  inhabitants. 
Roxbury,  West  Roxbury,  and  Brighton  were  not  far  behind.  East 
Boston  and  South  Boston  increase  at  the  rate  of  a  little  more  than 
one  thousand  per  year,  and  Charlestown  was  almost  at  a  standstill. 
Now,  the  city  architects  calculated  that  the  brick  school-houses  built 
during  the  twenty  years  would  accommodate  27,928  pupils,  and  that 
the  wooden  ones  Avould  take  care  of  1,512  more  —  a  total  of  29,440 
children.  Our^  own  school  statistics  for  the  twenty  years  indicate 
that  the  day  school  attendance  increased  23,712  ;  but  we  must  remem- 
ber that  a  number  of  old  school  buildings  have  been  surrendered  and 
sold  during  this  time,  and  we  have  added  Ivindergarten  and  manual 
training,  requiring  more  room.  When  it  is  considered,  too,  that  three- 
quarters  of  a  million  dollars  went  into  High  Schools,  and  that  the  in- 
crease of  attendance  upon  these  schools  has  only  been  600  in  the 
last  five  years,  or  a  little  more  than  100  per  year,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  demand  for  accommodation  for  Primary  and  Grammar  School 
pupils  is  even  greater  than  would  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  figures. 
During  the  last  fiscal  year,  ending  February,  1894,  the  amount  of 
money  expended  in  constructions  of  all  kinds  built  from  plans  of  the 
City  Architect  was  .$921,667.42,  and  of  this  total  $297,477.13  was 
expended  in  building  school-houses.  Or,  to  put  it  another  way,  the 
cause  of  education  got  for  permanent  improvement  $297,000  out  of 
a  total  annual  expenditure  for  all  municipal  purposes  of  $20,677,- 
826.62,  which  amount  is  exclusive  of  debt  and  temporary  loans 
redeemed. 

During  the  twenty  years,  from  1874  to  1894,  the  total  expenditure 
of  the  city  was  about  $306,323,200,  and  of  this  only  a  little  more  than 
three  and  a  half  millions  was  devoted  to  the  building  of  school-houses. 
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There  has  always  seemed  to  be  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  our 
city  governments  to  stop  school  improvements  whenever  there  is 
danger  of  the  city  treasury  being  prematurely  depleted.  Of  the 
twenty  years,  the  year  of  1879-80  showed  the  smallest  total  expendi- 
ture. The  amount  was  less  than  $11,000,000,  and  it  was  probably 
more  than  a  coincidence  that  in  that  year  only  one  school  building 
was  finished — -the  Comins,  which  cost  $17,000,  and  was  designed  to 
accommodate  336  pupils.  As  the  building  was  begun  in  1875,  it 
must  have  seemed  quite  like  enterprise  to  have  it  completed  in  1880. 

And  it  appears  from  the  City  Architect's  current  report  that  work 
now  under  construction,  or  which  has  been  put  under  estimate,  —  a 
terra  most  delightfully  vague  when  used  in  connection  with  school 
work,  —  will  cost  $1,243,681.11,  and  of  this  amount  just  $230,012.42 
is  for  school  purposes,  leaving  $1,013,678.69  for  police  stations, 
hospital  improvements,  fire  department,  additions  and  shelters  in 
Franklin  park.  And  I  may  add  that  of  the  morsel  which  the  schools 
will  get,  more  than  $80,000  goes  to  the  parental  school  for  boys. 
We  might,  perhaps,  have  had  more,  but  the  City  Architect  cheer- 
fully remarks  :  "  And  in  the  case  of  the  other  buildings  the  appro- 
priations are  sufficient  to  warrant  the  making  of  contracts." 

I  observed  that  there  was  recently  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  or  some  members  of  it,  to  investigate  the 
School  Committee  for  the^  purpose  of  ascertaining  why  our  new 
school  buildings  cost  so  much.  Without  stopping  for  a  moment  to 
discuss  the  right  of  one  elective  body  to  investigate  another  body 
responsible  to  the  whole  people,  the  proposition  is  interesting  be- 
cause it  appears  to  presuppose  the  responsibility  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  erection  of  school-houses.  It  ought  to  be  generally 
understood  by  the  public  that  the  School  Committee  not  only  cannot 
appropriate  money  to  meet  such  educational  necessities  and  emer- 
gencies, but  does  not  have  the  spending  of  the  money  if  it  is  appro- 
priated. The  Aldermen  would  have  to  look  to  the  City  Architect's 
department  if  they  wished  to  know  why  our  buildings  cost  so  much. 
I  do  not  want  to  be  understood  as  criticising  that  department  or 
reflecting  upon  it  by  innuendo.  I  have  great  respect  for  the  skill  and 
integrity  of  Mr.  Wheelwright  and  his  assistants. 

It  is  entirely  true  that  our  school  buildings  cost  more  than  they 
formerly  did,  and  I  suppose  this  is  due  to  requirements  of  amended 
State  laws,  to  our  improved  taste  in  municipal  architecture,  and  to 
economic  reasons.  The  cost  per  square  foot  of  finished  floor  area, 
and  the  cost  per  pupil,  becomes  greater  almost  with  the  regularity  of 
an  annual  scale. 

The   particular  State  law  requirement  to  which  I   have  referred

brings  in  another  element  to  add  to  our  present  crying  need.  It 
is  obligatory  that  there  shall  be  30  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per 
minute  for  every  pupil.  To  meet  this  excellent  requirement  Primary 
rooms  are  now  made  24  X  32  feet,  andl  2  feet  high,  and  Grammar 
rooms  28  X  32  feet,  and  13-^  feet  high.  Each  pupil  shall  have  37 
square  feet  of  light,  and  to  supply  this  the  new  buildings  have  seven 
windows  to  a  room,  planned  to  be  at  the  back  and  left-hand  side  of 
the  pupils. 

We  know  that  the  old  schools  of  the  city  do  not  come  within 
hailing  distance  of  these  specifications.  As  the  State  law  is  not  re- 
troactive, the  old  buildings  are  legal  so  long  as  no  improvements 
upon  them  are  attempted.  If  the  city  attempts  to  improve  the 
Genesee-street  School,  or  the  Mather  School,  or  some  others  of 
the  very  old  buildings,  it  would  be  found  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  State's  later  requirements,  and,  therefore,  new  buildings,  and 
not  repairs,  would  have  to  be  considered. 

The  city,  then,  is  in  this  position :  While  the  very  rapid  growth  of 
the  annexed  territory  makes  new  school  buildings  therein  an  absolute 
necessity,  the  inadequacy  in  room,  light,  ventilation,  and  sanitation 
of  the  old  buildings  in  the  city  proper  and  South  Boston  and  Charles- 
town  makes  the  necessity  equally  great  that  we  shall  have  new 
buildings  in  the  old  territory,  which  does  not  show  great  growth  in 
population,  as  well  as  in  the  districts  where  the  multiplication  is  on  a 
larger  scale. 

In  laying  out  parks,  supplying  water,  and  planning  other  permanent 
improvements,  the  city  does  not  consider  the  welfare  of  those  alone 
who  are  here  to-day,  but  spends  money  lavishly  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  will  pass  this  way  long  after  we  are  beyond  the  range  of 
vision. 

Not  so  in  supplying  public  schools.  There  must  be  children 
waiting  for  admission  before  the  city  will  consider  a  proposition  to 
appropriate  money  for  their  education. 

During  the  last  twenty  years  the  average  time  elapsing  between  the 
date  of  commencement  and  the  date  of  completion  of  our  school 
buildings  has  been  about  three  years.  I  regret  that  I  cannot  esti- 
mate the  average  time  required  to  secure  the  appropriation  which  is 
necessary  before  the  actual  commencement  of  construction.  Some 
member  who  may  attain  great  age  may  some  day  be  able  to  do  this. 

To  what  conclusions  does  this  arr-^y  of  facts  lead?  I  am  a  be- 
liever in  local  self-government,  but  if  we  must  submit  to  an  oblique 
apportionment  of  the  people's  money  for  carrying  on  the  work  al- 
ready under  way,  and  if  we  must  refuse  education  to  a  single  child, 
I  believe  the  parents  of  Boston  are  justified  in  soliciting  the  inter-

,  vention  of  the  State.  This  responsible  Board  should  not  remain  in  a 

position  where  its  work  is  a  mammering  apology,  or  extenuation  of 
its  existence. 

How  long  must  we  play  at  blind-raan's-buff  in  the  game  of  con- 
formity to  City  Council  caprice?  As  prudence  does  not  consist  in 
evasion  or  in  flight,  let  us  have  the  courage  to  meet  this  paramount 
issue  in  that  spirit  in  which  the  law  of  free  education  was  first  laid 
down ! 

Surely  it  cannot  be  true  that  the  schools  must  be  in  politics  in  order 
to  secure  the  support  of  even  a  partisan  government !  Whether  true 
or  not,  we  certainly  need  to  edulcorate  our  present  system  with  strong 
municipal  money,  which,  as  certainly,  cannot  span  new  avenues  to 
learning  while  it  is  being  used  to  clear  the  passages  of  political 
anguish.

In  accordance  with  instructions  embodied  in  an  order 
passed  by  this  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  viz.  :  That  all 
lunches  sold  in  the  public-school  buildings  shall  be  such 
as  are  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and 
Physical  Training ;  and  that  said  committee  be  in- 
structed to  report  to  this  Board  a  plan  for  supplying 
suitable  lunches  at  a  proper  price,  —  the  following  report 
is  respectfully  presented  : 
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The  object  sought  by  this  committee,  when  it  intro- 
duced an  order  to  this  Board  requesting  that  it  might  be 
authorized  to  prescribe  and  regulate  such  lunches  as 
M^ere  provided  for  sale  in  the  public  schools,  was  two- 
fold :  first,  to  prevent  the  sale  to  the  scholars  of 
unwholesome  and  non-nutritious,  or  at  best  slightly 
nutritious,  substances  ;  and,  second,  to  place  within  the 
reach  of  all  (financially  speaking)  articles  of  food  both 
palatable  and  nutritious. 

The  committee  does  not  contemplate  any  jurisdiction 
over  lunches  taken  by  the  scholars  from  home,  but  it 
does  entertain  a  hope  that  by  providing  a  lunch  of  great 
food  value,  at  a  slight  cost,  many  parents  will  think  it 
wise  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege  for  their  chil- 
dren. Indeed,  some  parents  have  already  signified  their 
intention  of  so  doing.  To  this  end  the  committee 
souo'ht  the  counsel  of  the  manas'er  of  the  New  Eno-land 
Kitchen,  whose  reputation  as  a  scientific  woman  is  well 
known,  and  than  whom  no  other  has  made  a  more  care- 
ful and  accurate  study  of  food  and  food  values.  In 
answer  to  our  inquiries  the  following  was  received  : 

To  the   Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Training : 

Dr.  Hastings,   Chairman: 

If  there  comes  to  be  any  question  of  supplying  lunches  to  High 
Schools  from  the  New  England  Kitchen,  you  may  say  that  under  cer- 
tain conditions  it  will  undertake  to  do  it.  Among  these  conditions 
would  he,  that  control  of  the  room  in  which  the  lunch  was  served  and 
of  the  service  must  he  vested  in  the  Kitchen.  It  would  be  desirable 
that  the  benches,  tables,  and  appliances  for  keeping  things  hot  and 
cold,  should  belong  to  the  school  building  as  part  of  its  furniture. 
The  utensils  for  serving  should  be  furnished  by  the  Kitchen.  A  fair 
interest  on  the  money  thus  invested  must  be  added  to  the  cost  of 
service  and  transportation.  These  three  items  will  amount  to  about 
two  cents  a  daj'  for  each  person  served,  leaving  a  margin  of 
eight  cents  to  cover  the  food.  For  this  the  Kitchen  could  give  a  large 
cup  of  soup,  chowder,  milk,  or  chocolate,  or  a  plate  of  hash  or  beans  , 
with  bread  and  butter,  or  sandwiches.    A  piece  of  gingerbread,  a  bun 
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or  buns,  or  cookies,  or  one  or  more  apples,  an  orange,  or  a  banana 
in  season,  could  be  added. 

If  it  is  desirable  to  have  aid  from  the  janitor  of  the  building,  the 
Kitchen  would  employ  him  for  the  hours  needed,  for  a  suitable  re- 
muneration.

The  committee  realized  that  in  some  instances  ten 
cents  a  day  might  be  more  than  could  be  well  afforded, 
and  again  sought  information,  and  learned  that  a  very- 
fair  lunch,  consisting  of  the  hot  chocolate,  milk,  chowder, 
or  soup,  with  some  one  of  the  other  articles  of  food, 
would  be  furnished  for  five  cents.  While  the  Committee 
on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Training  gladly  assumes  the 
duty  and  responsibility  which  the  order  places  upon 
them,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  can  best  meet 
the  responsibility  and  discharge  the  duty  if  the  required 
supplies  are  provided  and  managed  by  one  responsible 
person. 

They  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing orders  :

Dkak  Sir:     The  Committee  on  Accounts  of  the  School  Commit-  ation  for  school 
tee  respectfully  represent  that  the  appropriation  granted  for  school  ^^^^^  '  mea. 
purposes,  exclusive    of   buildings    and    repairs,  viz.,  $1,840,000,    is 
insufficient  to  carry  on  the  schools  to  the  close  of  the  present  finan- 
cial year. 

The  School  Committee  presented  carefully  prepared  estimates 
showing  that  the  sum  of  $1, 913, 000  would  be  needed.  The  City 
Council  reduced  the  estimates  $73,000,  which  has  proved  to  be  a 
larger  sum  than  could  be  saved  from  the  amount  requested. 

The  estimate  submitted  for  salaries  of  instructors  amounted  to 
$1,529,440.  The  actual  expenses  of  this  item  will  probably 
exceed  tlie  estimate  by  $3,100,  about  one-fifth  of  one  per  cent. 
Salaries  of  officers,  on  account  of  vacancies  for  a  portion  of  the  year, 
will  be  about  $2,300  less  than  the  amount  estimated.  Tlie  ex- 
penses for  janitors'  salaries  will  probably  show  but  a  small  variance 
from  the  estimate  submitted.  On  account  of  the  reduction  in  the 
price  of  coal  (nearly  one  dollar  per  ton)  about  $11,200  can  be 
saved  from  the  amount  requested  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water.  In  fur- 
nishing the  schools  with  books,  apparatus,  and  other  supplies, 
"  shortness  of  funds "  has  been  the  reason  for  not  granting  many 
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things  that  would  have  proved  beneficial.  On  this  account,  princi- 
pally, a  saving  of  about  $17,500  will  be  made  from  the  estimate 
for  supplies  and  incidentals. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  has  paid  the  City  Collector  $1,712.78 
for  travelling  expenses  of  pupils  in  the  Horace  Mann  School,  which 
sum  having  been  advanced  by  the  city  and  charged  to  the  account 
Supplies  and  Incidentals,  has  been  credited  to  the  appropriation.

Upon  the  urgent  request  of  our  fellow-members, 
Messrs.  Eaton  and  Wise,  a  public  hearing  was  given  in 
the  School  Committee  rooms,  Wednesday,  Oct.  31, 
1894.  The  afternoon  was  extremely  unpleasant,  so  the 
attendance  was  limited.  The  testimony  offered  was 
given  by  business  and  professional  men,  and  the  qual- 
ity of  the  same  made  up  for  the  lack  of  quantity.  Every 
witness  strongly  urged  the  establishment  of  a  High 
School  upon  broad,  moral  grounds,  and  not  in  any 
sectional  or  partisan  spirit.  They  believe  the  planting  of 
such  a  school   will   be   a   power    for  good,  elevate    and 
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purify  the  moral  atmosphere,  and  be  of  incalculable 
benefit  to  that  section  of  our  city.  No  one  appeared  to 
oppose  the  petition.  This  Board  can  readily  see  that 
the  request  for  this  school  comes  from  the  people  of 
South  Boston  and  not  from  a  political  clique,  and  we 
believe  the  voice  of  these  people  should,  be  heeded. 
The  High  School  Committee  heartily  sympathize  with 
the  petitioners  and  cordially  approve  of  their  request. 
In  this  connection,  however,  we  wish  the  City  Council 
distinctly  to  understand  that  long  before  we  received 
the  communication  of  the  Common  Council  and  the 
above  petition,  our  Committee  on  School  Houses  had 
submitted  a  written  report  to  this  Board  (School  Docu- 
ment No.  1,  1894),  which  was  in  turn  sent  to  the  City 
^  Council,    upon    the    |»resent   needs  of  the    city  for  new 

school-houses  and  sites.  In  their  report  the  commit- 
tee say  : 

"All  the  items  herein  included  have  been  before  the 
Board  at  least  a  year,  and  some  of  them  for  much  longer 
periods.  This  committee  have  previously  carefully  con- 
sidered and  reported  upon  every  case.  .  .  .  Many 
sections  of  the  city  are  absolutely  suffering  for  proper 
and  increased  school  accommodations,  and  our  expense 
account  for  rents  of  hired  rooms  and  buildings  is  rapidly 
increasing.  The  list  presented  is  not  one  of  buildings 
which  it  would  be  only  desirable  to  have,  but  a  list  of 
new  school-houses  which,  after  the  most  careful  consid- 
eration and  investigation,  are  found  to  be  absolutely 
needed  at  the  present  time." 

Among  the  items  for  which  appropriations  were  asked 
were : 

New  building  for  Dorchester  High  School. 

Enlargement  of  lot  and  building  of  the  East  Boston 
High  School. 
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Not  only  have  the  above  wants  not  been  supplied,  but 
each  has  grown  more  urgent,  and  every  day's  delay  only 
hastens  the  time  when  the  city  will  be  guilty  of  criminal 
•negligence  in  its  abuse  of  our  school  children  and  teachers. 

In  reporting  favorably  upon  the  advisability  of  es- 
tablishing a  Pligh  School  in  South  Boston,  we  deem  it 
only  just  to  remind  the  City  Council  that  existing  wants 
should  first  be  provided  for,  and  no  new  High  School 
established  until  some  of  our  present  unsanitary  and 
overcrowded  buildings  have  been  succeeded  by  entirely 
new  structures.  This  committee  are  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to  establish  a  High  School 
in  South  Boston  as  soon  as  the  finances  of  the  city 
permit.

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including  those  registered  for  admission  upon  the  list  of 
any  teacher  giving  instruction  to  childi'en  of  the  lowest 
class,  shall  exceed  fifty-six,  and  shall  be  less  than  eighty- 
six,  a  special  assistant  teacher,  whose  salary  shall  not  be 
more  than  five  dollars  a  week,  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Division  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  principals." 
The  amendment  proposed  in  the  order  is  that  the 
number  allowing  the  appointment  of  special  assistants 
be  in  excess  of  sixty.  We  understand  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations  that  it  has  been  noticed  that 
several  nominations  for  special  assistants  have  recently 
been  asked  for  when  the  number  in  the  third  classes  was 
fifty-eight  or  fifty-nine,  two  or  three  pupils  only  above 
the  maximum  number  to  a  teacher  required  by  the 
Kegulations.  We  feel  certain  that  the  number  of  cases 
where  special  assistants  have  been  asked  for  when  the 
number  is  fifty-eight  or  fifty-nine  are  but  few,  and  that 
there  may  have  been  certain  special  reasons  for  their 
appointment.  It  appears  to  be  the  custom  to  appoint 
special  teachers  in  cases  only  where  the  numbers  are 
considerably  above  fifty-six.  This  matter  is  in  the  con- 
trol of  the  Division  Committees.  The  question  of 
reducing  the  maxinuuu  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher, 
especially  in  the  Primary  Schools,  has  been  considered  by 
this  Board  at  various  times  in  the  past,  and  there  has 
been  a  strong  desire  that  as  soon  as  the  school  finances 
will  warrant  it  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  should 
be  reduced.  The  financial  aspect  seems  to  be -the  only 
considerable  obstacle  to  be  overcome.  Special  assistants 
are  appointed  only  in  the  thii'd  classes  of  the  Primary 
Schools  and  in  the  Kindergartens.  The  amount  esti- 
mated to  meet  this  expense  for  the  whole  of  this  year 
was  $2,100.  This  committee  believe  that  the  present 
rule  is  none  too  liberal,  and  taking  into  consideration  the 
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usual  care  exercised  by  the  Division  Committees  in  the 
appointment  of  special  assistants,  they  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.

Mr.  President,  the  statement  of  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  is  perfectly  accurate.  I  expressed  a  prefei*- 
ence  for  the  Bradbury  and  Emery  book,  but,  as  has  been 
said,  the  members  of  the  committee  have  given  a  good 
deal  of  attention  to  the  other  book,  and  so,  after  conversa- 
tion, I  acquiesced  in  the  report  the  committee  have  made.

examples  is  necessary,  for  economy  of  time.  If  the 
examples  are  to  be  written  on  the  blackboard  or  dictated 
and  copied  down  by  the  children,  there  is  an  inmiense 
loss  of  time,  and  a  book  full  of  printed  examples  is 
absolutely  necessary.  I  should  recommend  an  occasional 
issue  of  pamphlets,  containing  examples  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  there  are  many  books  on  the  market ;  but  of 
the  books  prepared  for  this  especial  purpose  the  two 
books  named  here  to-night  appear  to  be  head  and 
shoulders  above  the  rest  in  adoption  for  this  purpose.

his  opinion,  the  condition  of  the  weather  is  such  that  the  health  of 

the  pupils  will  be  injured  by  their  attendance  upon  that  session,  and 
that  he  be  authorized  to  make  similar  arrangements  to  apply  to  this 
session  as  now  exist  in  relation  to  the  afternoon  session,"  report  that 
there  are  undoubtedly  good  reasons  for  considering  sucli  a  proposi- 
tion favorably,  but  upon  investigation  doubts  arise  concerning  the 
practical  difficulties  and  objections  to  be  overcome.  Many  years 
ago  the  School  Committee  passed  a  vote  providing  for  the  sus- 
pension of  the  morning  sessions  of  the  schools  in  very  stormy 
weather,  and  at  the  very  next  meeting  rescinded  the  vote  on  account 
of  an  unfortunate  demonstration  of  the  practical  working  of  the 
plan.  It  is  perhaps  sufficient  to  state  that  the  day  on  which  the 
signal  for  no  school  was  given  proved  to  be  one  of  the  finest  of  the 
season.  In  1876  a  regulation  providing  for  no  morning  session  of 
the  schools  in  stormy  weather  was  adopted,  and  after  trial  of  one 
year  this  regulation  was  abolished.  Ten  years  later,  when  this  ex- 
perience had  passed  from  the  memory  of  the  members  of  the  Board, 
the  proposition  was  renewed  and  the  Committee  on  Eules  and  Regula- 
tions of  1886  reported  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  adopt  the  suggestion. 
In  November,  1888,  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  were 
requested  to  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  a  signal  for  no 
morning  session  of  the  schools  whenever  a  severe  storm  was  in 
progress.  This  committee  in  their  report  stated  that  there  were  "no 
fire-alarm  bells  in  the  city  proper  north  of  Dover  street,  with  the 
exception  of  the  bell  on  Faneuil  Hall,  and  therefore  no  signal  could 
be  given  to  the  residents  of  this  large  district.  In  view  of  this  fact, 
and  for  many  other  reasons  unnecessary  to  mention  in  this  report, 
your  committee  consider  the  order  impracticable,  and  that  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  take  further  action  in  the  matter."  This  report  was  laid 
on  the  table,  and  in  the  succeeding  February  (1889)  was  taken  up 
for  consideration,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses. 
The  latter  committee  reported  that  they  believed  there  were  strong 
reasons  why  a  signal  to  dispense  with  the  morning  sessions  of  the 
schools  should  be  given;  that  in  their  opinion  the  chief  objection  to 
the  proposition  would  be  removed  if  some  provision  could  be  made 
to  notify  the  people  where  the  bells  had  been  cut  out.  On  the 
recommendation  of  that  committee,  the  Board  requested  the  City 
Council  to  replace  three  fire-alarm  bells  in  the  city  proper  so  that 
the  signal  could  be  given.  The  bells  were  not  replaced,  and  here 
the  subject  has  rested  until  the  present  time.  We  give  these  facts 
to  show  that  this  matter  has  been  previously  carefully  considered. 
The  Fire  Department  have  continued  the  cutting  out  of  the  fire- 
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alarm  bells.  The  dispensing  with  the  bells  we  believe  is  one  of  the 
chief  objections  to  giving  the  morning  signal.  We  understand  that 
the  bells  are  being  cut  out  as  rapidly  as  the  engine  companies  are 
made  permanent.  At  present  the  bells  north  of  Northampton  street, 
with  the  single  exception  of  that  on  Faneuil  Hall,  have  been  cut  out. 
At  present  the  masters  can  send  pupils  to  the  nearest  police  station 
or  engine-house  at  a  quarter  before  twelve  and  thus  ascertain  if  the 
signal  for  one  session  is  given.  In  the  morning  this  could  not  be 
done,  for  there  would  be  no  master  or  pupils  at  school  early  in  the 
morning  to  send  for  such  information,  and  if  the  pupils  came  to 
school  they  might  as  well  remain. 

There  is  some  doubt  if  the  signals  are  heard  in  all  sections  of  the 
outlying  districts,  on  account  of  the  long  distances  between  the  loca- 
tions of  the  fire-aiarm  bells.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  many  of 
the  parents  now  exercise  a  proper  discretion  in  sending  their  children 
out  in  stormy  weather,  and  we  fear  there  are  very  many  children 
who  if  they  were  not  in  school  would  be  on  the  streets. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  pupils  sometimes  suffer  in  rank  and 
studies  by  absences  from  school  in  stormy  weather.  We  trust  this  is 
but  a  prejudicial  supposition.  We  should  be  sorry  to  believe  that 
anj'  teacher  would  adopt  a  practice  so  unfair  and  objectionable. 
Early  in  the  present  year  this  committee  was  requested  to  report  on 
the  expediency  of  not  recording  absences  of  pupils  on  account  of 
their  inability  to  reach  school  on  very  stormy  days.  Your  committee 
unanimously  reported  that  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  adopt  such  a 
suggestion.  There  would  arise  many  cases  of  doubt.  What  one 
might  consider  a  very  stormy  day,  another  might  not.  There  would 
be  many  conflicting  opinions,  and  the  school  statistics  would  become 
unreliable  and  the  records  falsely  kept. 

This  committee,  after  a  very  careful  consideration  of  the  order 
referred,  and  weighing  the  advantages  of  such  a  plan  as  proposed, 
with  the  practical  difficulties  in  carrying  it  out,  with  the  experience 
of  the  past,  and  for  other  reasons,  report  that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass.

For  the  financial  year  1894-95  the  School  Committee  submitted 
estimates,  exclusive  of  repairs,  to  the  amount  of  $1,913,000.  The 
City  Council  appropriated  only  $1,840,000,  which  proved  insufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  schools,  and  $43,000  additional  were  requested. 

For  the  coming  year,  to  cover  the  same  items,  the  sum,  of 
$1,988,000  is  requested. 

If  our  schools  are  to  maintain  their  high  standard,  sufficient  funds 
must  be  available  to  ensure  the  best  talent  for  teaching,  proper  sup- 
plies for  pupils,  and  that  such  care  be  taken  of  the  school  buildings 
as  is  demanded  by  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  occupants. 
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The  amount  requested  for  repairs  of  schc^ol-liouses  is  $230,000, 
which  is  .$40,000  more  than  the  appropriation  allowed  for  the  finan- 
cial year  1894-95,  but  in  recent  years  many  needed  repairs  have 
been  postponed  on  account  of  insufficient  appropriations,  and  these 
repairs  cannot  longer  be  delayed  without  detriment  to  the  health  of 
the  pupils  and  teachers.  While  this  amount  may  prove  sufficient  for 
ordinary  repairs,  it  will  not  permit  of  any  expenditures  for  items 
enumerated  under  the  head  of  "extraordinary  repairs." 

For  the  special  appropriation  "  extraordinary  repairs"  the  sum  of 
$184,100  is  called  for,  principally  for  improving  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  school-houses,  ventilation,  fire-escapes,  and  better  means  of 
egress,  as  required  by  law. 

The  committees  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  esti- 
mates have  endeavored  to  furnish  them  in  detail  as  much  as  possible. 
In  their  opinion  the  entire  amount  requested  is  needed,  and  should 
he  granted.

We,  the  undersigned,  parents  and  guardians  of  children  attending- 
the  Robert  G.  Shaw  and  Mt.  Vernon  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools, 
respectfully  present  the  following  : 

This  large  and  scattered  district  has  small  means  of  conveyance. 
Parents  who  live  at  long  distances  from  the  schools  prefer  keeping 
their  children  at  home  during  stormy  weather.  This  applies  espe- 
cially to  children  of  tender  years,  and  to  girls  who  are  not  strong 
enough  to  take  four  arduous  walks,  but  who  would  attend  if  only  two 
such  walks  were  required. 

Such  absence,  while  it  may  conserve  the  children's  health,  injures 
their  standing,  and  that  of  the  school,  and  interferes  with  the  gen- 
eral progress  of  the  classes. 

Therefore  we  respectfully  petition  your  Honorable  Board  that  one 
session  be  held  in  the  above-mentioned  schools  during  the  winter 
season  at  least ;  and  for  this  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.

The  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Training,  to  whom  was 
referred  —  March  27  —  an  order  requesting  that  this  committee 
"  consider  the  desirability  and  necessity  of  providing  for  greater 
care  in  keeping  the  public-school  buildings  in  a  more  cleanly  and 
healthful  condition,  and  to  report  to  this  Board  such  suggestions 
and  recommendations  as  this  committee  deem  expedient,"  has  de- 
layed reporting  upon  this  order  until  the  results  of  certain  practical 
experiments  instituted  at  that  time  could  be  definitely  made  known 
to  the  Board.  Miss  Pingree,  the  member  who  offered  the  order, 
followed  it  up  by  obtaining  from  the  Committee  on  Accounts  per- 
mission to  expend  twenty-five  dollars  a  month  for  the  purpose  sug- 
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gested  in  the  order.  Three  buildings  were  selected,  and  the  work  in 
two  of  these  was  under  the  direct  charge  and  supervision  of  Miss 
Pingree. 

The  time  has  extended  over  a  period  of  six  school  months,  begin- 
ning March  28  and  ending  December  ]. 

The  results  have  been,  two  thorough  washings  of  two  of  the 
buildings  at  stated  intervals,  and  two  weekly  washings  of  the  sani- 
taries  in  all  the  buildings.     Following  is  the  detailed  account:

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  difference  in  expenditure 
between  School  Building  No.  1  and  No.  2,  the  amount  of  cleaning 
done  being  the  same  in  both  instances.  The  work  in  School  Build- 
ing No.  2  was  done  by  women  employed  by  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  Miss  Pingree,  while  in  No.  1  the  janitor  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  engaging  men  to  do  the  work,  under  his  supervision. 

In  School  Building  No.  3  the  air  was  so  foul  that  the  Division 
Committee  had  already  asked  for  an  appropriation  in  order  that  an 
entirely  new  means  of  ventilation  might  be  provided,  but  proper 
attention  to  the  sanitaries  so  improved  the  atmosphere  of  the  build- 
ing that  the  necessity  of  expending  this  appropriation  was  obviated. 
In  view  of  the  above  facts,  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physi- 
cal Training  requested  the  Committee  on  Accounts  to  include  in  the 
estimates  for  the  coming  year  the  sura  of  .$5,000,  to  be  expended  for 
special  cleaning  other  than  that  ordinarily  done  by  the  janitors,  and 
requests  the  passage  of  the  following  order  :

Up  to 
this  time,  nothing  but  fire  is  considered  a  sure  disinfectant,  there- 
fore   the  books   could  be  rendered  aseptic   only   by  destruction  at 
stated  intervals.     As  this  committee  does   not  feel  at  liberty  to  rec- 
ommend this  action,  they  have  no  suggestion  to  offer  concerning  the 
disinfection  of  books.     The  committee  does  think,  however,  that  it 
will  be  entirely  practicable  to  discontinue  the  use  of  slates  and  slate- 
pencils,    and   the  necessary  accompaniment,   sponges.       There    are 
three  good  reasons  why  the  use  of  slates  and  slate-pencils  should  be 
discontinued. 

First,  a  light  gray  mark  upon  a  slightly  darker  gray  surface  is 
more  or  less  indistinct,  and  therefore  trying  to  the  eyesight. 

Second,  the  resistance  of  the  hard  pencil  upon  the  hard  slate  is 
tiring  to  the  muscles,  and  the  resistance  to  which  the  muscles  are 
trained  by  the  use  of  slates  and  slate-pencils  n)ust  be  overcome  when 
beginning  to  write  with  pencil  or  pen  upon  paper. 

Third,  and  last  but  not  least,  the  use  of  slates,  slate-pencils,  and 
sponges  is  a  very  uncleanly  custom,  and  leads  to  and  establishes 
very  uncleanly  habits. 

This  committee  also  deprecates  the  custom  of  the  daily  distribur 
tion  and  regathering  of  lead-pencils,  for  the  reasons  which  must  be 
apparent  to  all  after  a  moment's  consideration.  The  pencil  not 
infrequently  finds  a  resting-place  between  the  teeth  and  lips,  and  it 
is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  the  same  pencil  will  be  given  to  the 
same  pupil  the  next  day. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
orders :

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continued,  and  that  paper,  lead-pencils,   and  rubber  erasers  be  sup- 
plied in  their  place.

It  appears  that  the  question  of  vertical  versus  slant  writing  has 
been  under  discussion  for  nearly  thirty  years;  that  it  has  been,  from 
the  first,  a  question  of  school  hygiene ;  that  it  grew  out  of  extended 
investigations  into  the  causes  of  physical  defects  among  school 
children  in  Europe;  that  vertical  writing  finally  presented  itself  as  a 
remedy  for  several  of  the  most  serious  of  these  defects ;  that,  after 
much  experimenting,  the  highest  authorities  in  school  hygiene  came 
to  recommend  it;  that  international  congresses  of  hygiene  have  re- 
peatedly endorsed  it;  and  that  it  has,  to  a  considerable  extent,  sup- 
planted slant  writing  in  Europe.  But  it  appears  further  that  the 
physical  defects  referred  to  have  been  aggravated  by  the  ill-adapted 
desks  at  which  the  children  have  been  compelled  to  do  their  work ; 
and  still  further  by  certain  forced  and  unnatural  positions  which  the 
children  have  been  required  to  assume  under  the  supposed  neces- 
sities of  the  prevailing  style  of  writing.  These  evils  should  be 
remedied,  whatever  style  of  writing  be  adopted. 

The  Supervisors  believe  that  the  use  of  slates  in  the  Primary 
Schools  has  not  only  been  attended  by  hygienic  evils,  but  that  it  has 
been  a  serious  hindrance  to  instruction  in  writing.  In  the  interest  of 
good  penmanship,  this  Board  would  have  recommended  that  the  use 
of  slates  be  discontinued,  had  not  the  committee,  by  its  recent  vote, 
anticipated  such  action.  ^ 

In  comparing  the  merits  of  the  two  systems,  aside  from  the  hy- 
gienic considerations,  the  Supervisors  have  discussed  two  points: 
the  writing  itself,  and  the  comparative  school  cost  of  obtaining  it. 
From  all  the  evidence  before  the  Supervisors,  it  appears  that  verti- 
cal writing,  not  only  of  experts,  but  of  school  children  of  all  ages^ 
when  carefully  done  is  more  legible  than  the  slant  writing,  and  there- 
fore better  for  the  eyes  of  pupils  and  teachers.  For  the  same  reason 
it  appeals  strongly  to  business,  men.  It  also  appears  that  there  is 
little  choice  in  careless  writing,  whatever  the  system.  As  to  beauty, 
tastes  differ.     It  cannot  be  expected  that  persons  who  have  found  in 
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the  "  line  of  beauty  "  of  the  Spencerian  system  their  model  of  artistic 
excellence  will  readily  adjust  their  standard  so  as  to  admire  the 
print-like  characters  of  the  new  system. 

In  considering  the  question  as  one  of  school  administration,  the 
Supervisors  have  sought  light  from  ijractical  school  sources,  at- 
taching little  weight  to  the  opinions  of  professional  experts  and  book- 
makers. It  is  a  generally  admitted  fact  that  whenever  excellence  in 
slant  writing  has  been  obtained,  it  has  been  at  a  sacrifice  of  comfort 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  and  of  time  and  strength  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers.  The  weight  of  evidence  seems  to  show  that  good  vertical 
writing  can  be  obtained  at  much  less  cost.  In  the  Primary  Schools 
the  children  seem  inclined  to  write  a  round,  uppight  hand,  and  are 
with  difficulty  forced  into  the  angular,  slanting  style.  To  develop 
and  perfect  this  natural  hand  has  been  found  in  practice  to  be  easier 
than  to  change  it:  so  much  easier  that  competent  judges  have  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  with  vertical  writing  there  need  be  no  special 
instructor  in  penmansliip  after  the  fifth  or  sixth  year  in  school. 

Under  the  system  of  writing  now  in  use  in  our  schools,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  pupil  is  divided  between  the  forms  of  the  letters  he  is  to 
make,  and  tiie  position  of  his  body  and  of  his  pen.  He  is  practically 
required  to  learn  at  the  same  time  two  arts  :  the  art  of  writing,  and 
the  art  of  pen-holding.  In  his  efforts  to  make  correct  forms  he  is 
continually  distracted  by  appeals  to  sit  up,  and  by  criticisms  on  his 
pen-holding. 

The  vertical  system  appears  to  avoid  this  diversion  of  thought  and 
to  concentrate  the  mind  on  the  writing  itself.  Starting  with  a 
natural,  easy  position  of  the  body,  it  makes  no  account  of  pen-hold- 
ing as  an  art,  but  allows  a  natural  and  easy  position  of  the  hand  and 
fingers.  On  this  account  there  is  a  saving  of  time  and  effort.  In 
consequence  of  this  freedom  it  becomes  possible  to  use  the  pen  at 
an  earlier  stage,  before  the  pencil  habit  has  become  so  firmly  fixed 
as  to  make  the  change  from  pencils  to  pen  a  hardship. 

Approaching  the  subject  in  an  entirely  unprejudiced  way,  the 
Supervisors  have  been  led  by  their  investigations  to  give  to  the  pro- 
posed system  unanimous  approval ;  but  in  recommending  its  adoption 
two  considerations  have  had  weight. 

Several  of  the  schools,  under  teachers  of  rare  enthusiasm  and 
skill,  have  attained  remarkable  proficiency  in  penmanship  of  the 
slanting  type.  Excellent  writing  of  this  style  has  become  a  tradition 
in  these  schools.  To  break  up  habits  formed  under  these  influences, 
and  overturn  at  once  a  system  so  carefully  built  up,  seems  to  the 
Supervisors  to  be  an  experiment  of  doubtful  expediency.  Again, 
a  year  ago  the  School  Board  authorized  the  introduction  into  certain 
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Reports  of 
Committee  on 
Nominations. 


schools,  as  an  experiment,  the  so-called  natural  movement  method  in 
writing.  Under  this  authority  twelve  or  more  schools  have  been 
using  this  method.  The  principals  have  become  greatly  interested 
in  it,  and  the  results  have  already  exceeded  their  expectations.  To 
force  these  schools  to  drop  abruptly  one  line  of  experimental  work, 
and  to  take  up  another  in  which  at  present  they  have  little  interest, 
would  retard  rather  than  facilitate  progress,  and  does  not  commend 
itself  to  the  Supervisors. 

The  Supervisors  submit  the  following  recommendations  : 

(1)  That  vertical  penmanship  be  introduced  at  once  into  a  certain 
number  of  schools  designated  for  the  purpose,  and  that  it  be  per- 
mitted in  all  the  schools. 

(2)  That  all  pupils  in  writing  face  the  desk  so  that  a  line  joining 
the  shoulders  shall  be  parallel  with  the  front  edge  of  the  desk. 

(3)  That  all  paper  used  in  teaching  writing  be  ruled  with  a 
single  line  as  for  ordinary  correspondence. 

(4)  That  the  use  of  pens  and  ink  be  required  in  the  first  class 
in  Primary  Schools,  and  permitted  in  the  second  class. 

(5)  That  in  all  schools  the  use  of  copy-books  be  gradually  dis- 
continued above  the  fourth  class,  and  all  written  exercises  be  con- 
sidered exercises  in  penmanship. 

(6)  That  a  special  superintendent  in  penmanship  be  not  employed.

The  Rules  and  Regulations  provide  that  ungraded  classes  for  the 
instruction  of  children  who,  from  age  or  other  reason,  are  unquali- 
fied for  the  regular  classes  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools, 
may  be  established  in  any  Grammar  School.  '  The  number  of  pupils 
to  a  teaclier  in  such  classes  sliall  be  thirty-five,  and  there  shall  be 
but  one  ungraded  class  in  a  district.  Several  years  ago  the'Boardby 
special  action  began  the  practice  of  increasing  the  number  of  these 
classes  in  certain  districts,  so  that  at  present  there  are  ten  ungraded 
classes  in  tlie  Eliot  District,  five  in  the  Hancock  District,  four  each 
in  the  Lawrence  and  Phillips  Districts,  three  in  the  Wells  District, 
and  two  in  the  Quincy  District.  The  Committee  on  Nominations, 
noticing  this  increase  in  these  classes,  investigated  the  matter,  and 
found  that  the  number  of  such  classes  was  usually  increased,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Division  Committees,  by  the  Board.  The 
committee  felt  that  this  increase  in  the  number  of  these  classes 
might  materially  increase  the  expenses,  and  should  be  properly 
guarded.  Though  not  aware  of  any  case  where  the  number  of  such 
classes  were  unnecessarily  enlarged,  yet  it  appeared  to  them  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  provide  that  the  reasons  for  the  establishment  of 
extra  classes  of  this  kind  should  be  carefully  investigated  by  sonie 
competent  authority,  in  order  that  the  Board  might  act  more  intelli- 
gently. An  order  was  therefore  passed  by  the  Board  in  June  last 
referring  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  consideration 
and  report.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  submitted  their  report  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Board  (Dec.  11),  in  which  they  state  "it  is  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  additional  un- 
graded classes  may  be  established  by  the  School  Committee  in  any 
district,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  and  that  the 
teachers  of  ungraded  classes  should  be  specially  well  qualified  for  the 
work,  and  should  receive  additional  compensation  while  in  charge  of 
such  classes." 

Your  committee,  to  whom  this  report  was  referred,  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  it  would  be  wise  to  amend  the  Rules  and  Regulations  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  extra  ungraded  classes  as  suggested, 
and  they  present  the  necessary  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions to  secure  this  change.  We  heartily  concur  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  teachers  of  these  classes  should  be 
specially  well  qualified  for  the  work,  but  we  see  no  need  for  special 
legislation  on  this  point,  as  we  assume  that  our  masters  would 
naturally  assign  to  such  classes  only  such  of  their  teachers  as  are 
fitted  to  fill  such  positions.  We  do  not  feel  convinced  of  the  ex- 
pediency   of    providing   that   the    teachers  of    these  classes   should 
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receive  additional  compensation  while  in  charge  of  such  classes. 
As  at  present  informed,  we  do  not  favor  the  principle  of  providing  • 
special  salaries  for  teacliers  outside  of  the  regular  salary  schedule. 
The  adoption  of  such  a  practice,  in  our  opinion,  would  be  unwise, 
and  would  abound  in  opportunities  for  dissatisfaction  and  unjust  dis- 
crimination. There  may  be  individual  cases  where  special  action  by 
the  Board  is  just  and  proper,  as,  for  example,  allowing  additional 
compensation  to  a  teacher  for  assuming  the  responsibility  and  per- 
forming the  duties  of  a'  master  during  a  vacancy  in  the  latter  position. 
But  such  cases  are  rare,  and  the  precedent  for  action  when  they  do 
occur  is  fully  established.  The  Board  has,  we  believe,  adopted  a 
wise  policy  in  establishing  certain  ranks  of  the  teachers,  and  in  pro- 
viding a  salary  for  each  rank,  and  this  policy  should  be  adhered  to. 
"We  think  our  teachers  are  disposed  to  perform  such  services  as  may 
be  required  of  thera,  and  that  the  opportunity  of  demonstrating  their 
ability  and  success  in  different  lines  of  work  is  willingly  accepted  by 
the  teachers  who  are  interested  in  their  work  and  seek  advancement. 
Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order : 
Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows  : 
Section  103,  paragraphs.  Insert  in  the  ninth  line,  after  the  word 
"  Nominations,"  the  following  words  :  "  One  ungraded  class  may  be 
established  in  each  Grammar  School  District,  for  the  instruction  of 
children  who,  from  age  or  other  reason,  are  unqualified  for  the  reg- 
ular classes  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools.  Additional  un- 
graded classes  may  be  established  by  the  Board,  in  any  district, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent.  In  ungraded 
classes  one  teacher  shall  be  allowed  for  thirty-five  pupils."  Strike 
out  in  the  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  lines  the  words  "  provided 
that  there  shall  be  no  more  than  one  ungraded  class  in  a  district." 

Section  265.  Strike  out  all  the  section  to  and  including  the  word 
"  misconduct,"  in  the  fifth  line,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing words  :  "  No  pupil  shall  be  placed  in  an  ungraded  class  for 
misconduct."

raent,  is  one  of  great  importance.     The  authority  for  providing  the 
school  furniture  under  our  present  rules  is  vested  in  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses.     Up  to  within  a  comparatively  short  time  the 
matter  of  purchasing  school  furniture  has  practically  been  one  of  a 
business  character.     The  style  of  the  desks  of  the  different  man- 
ufacturing companies  competing  for  the  Boston  market  was  prac- 
tically the  same,   and  the    Committee    on    School  Houses    awarded 
their  contracts  on  the  considerations  chiefly  of  materials,  workman- 
ship, and  price.     Under  such  circumstances  the  furnishing  of  school 
furniture  was  very  properly  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  appropriation  from  which  the  expenditures  were  to 
be  met.     With  the  increased  attention   called  to  hygienic  laws,  and 
to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils  in  the  class-room,  other  con- 
siderations than  those  of  a  purely  business  character  are  now  to  be 
considered  in  providing  school  desks  and  seats.     With  our  present 
information  on  this  subject  of  seating  of  pupils  in  the  schools,  there 
is  a  conviction  in  the  minds  of  some  that  a  change  in  the  style  and 
arrangement  of  the  school  desks  and  seats  is  desirable.     Respecting 
the  opinion  of  all,  this  Board  should,  in  our  judgment,  avail  them- 
selves of  the  highest  expert  testimony  and  advice  in  regard  to  the 
seating  of  the  pupils.     We  should  strive  to  secure  the  best  school 
furniture  obtainable,  with  special  reference  to  the  preservation   of 
the  health  and  physical  condition  of  the  pupils.     It  appears  to  us  for 
many  reasons  that  the  full  Board  should  assume  the  responsibility  of 
deciding  what  style  of  desks  and  seats   should   be    placed   in  .  our 
scliools.     As  to  the  business  transaction  of  purchasing  school  furni- 
ture, we  see  no  reason  for  relieving  the  Committee  on  School  Houses 
of  that  duty.     Until  recently  our  rules  provided  that  the  Committee 
on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Training  shall  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  instruction  in  hygiene  and  physical  training  in  all  the  schools. 
By  the  change  lately  made  in  the  rules,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Special  Committee  on  Duties  of  Officers,  the  words  "  subjects  of" 
have   been  substituted  for   the    words    "  instruction    in,"  and   the 
reason  for  tliis  change  given  by  said  special  committee  was  that  the 
duties  of  the  Committee  on   Hygiene  and  Physical  Training  should 
include  "  not  only  the  general  supervision  of  the  instruction  in  these 
subjects,  but  all  matters   which  relate   to  the  physical  condition  and 
health  of  the  pupils."     We  believe  that  the   Committee  on  Hygiene 
and  Physical  Training  should  be  given  the  same  responsibility  in  re- 
gard to  the  school  furniture  for  the  pupils   as   is  given  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Text-Books  with  regard  to  the  text-books  to  be  used.     The 
latter  committee  now  recommend  to  the   Board  the  text-books  to  be 
authorized,  and  upon  the   adoption  of  such  books  by  the  Board  it  is 
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the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  to  furnish  such  books.  So 
we  think  it  should  be  with  the  school  desks  and  seats.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Training  should  recommend  the 
school  furniture  to  be  used  to  the  Board,  and  the  Committee  on 
School  Houses  should  provide  such  furniture  only  as  the  Board 
authorizes. 

It  is  the  intention  of  no  one,  within  our  knowledge,  to  discard  or 
abandon  the  use  of  any  school  furniture  now  in  possession  of  the 
School  Department.  If  temporary  accommodations,  for  example, 
are  to  be  fitted  up  and  there  is  furniture  on  hand  to  do  this,  such 
furniture  may  be  used.  Our  proposition  is  to  apply  only  to  new 
furniture  to  be  purchased.  The  Committee  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  following  order  : 

Ordered,  That  Section  53  of  the  Rules  be  amended  by  adding  the 
following  words  to  the  section:  "  Every  proposition  for  the  use  of 
new  desks  and  seats  for  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  must  come 
from  or  be  referred  to  this  committee;  and  no  new  desks  and  seats 
shall  be  purchased  or  placed  in  any  public-school  building  until  tliey 
have  been  recommended  by  this  committee  and  approved  by  the 
Board."

1.  Gardner  street,  West  Roxbury.  Lot  for  new 
Primary  School-house  to  take  the  place  of  the  Baker- street 
building.  Purchased  in  May/  1891,  of  Margaret  E. 
Welch.  The  lot  contained  30,000  square  feet,  and  the 
price  paid  was  $2,700.  This  lot  was  a  portion  of  a  large 
estate  which  was  taxed  one  cent  a  foot  in  1891.  Sub- 
sequently this  lot  was  exchanged  for  a  more  desirable 
lot  which  was  a  part  of  the  original  estate  from  which 
the  first  lot  was  taken.  Appropriation  for  building 
originally  asked  for  in  1889,  and  each  year  since,  but 
has  not  been  granted. 

2.  Beech  street,  Roslindale.  Lot  for  new  Primary 
School-house.  Order  passed  to  purchase  of  Benjamin  S. 
Welles,  Elizabeth  S.  Perkins,  James  O.  Sargent,  and 
John  D.  Bryant,  trustees,  a  lot  of  land  on  Beech  street, 
near  Washington  street,  Roslindale,  containing  about 
37,000  square  feet,  subject  to  the  taxes  of  1891,  for 
$5,500.  Subsequently,  on  account  of  some  question  in 
the  title  to  the  property,  the  Board  asked  that  the  lot  be 
taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain.  The  city  took  the 
property,  and  the  matter  was  settled  May,  1892,  by  the 
payment  of  $5,500.  This  was  a  portion  of  a  large  es- 
tate containing  871,200  square  feet,  and   was  taxed  for 
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$750  an  acre.     Appropriation  for  building  asked  for  since 
4  891,  but  not  granted. 

3.  Corner  of  Adams  and  Chestnut  streets,  Charles- 
town.  Lot  for  new  Primary  School-house.  20,246 
square  feet  of  an  estate  containing  28,550  square  feet 
was  purchased  June,  1892,  of  Catharine  H.  Kettell  and 
Catharine  H.  Kettell,  trustee,  for  $30,369,  subject  to 
the  taxes  for  1892.

State  Legislature  for  an  extension  of  the  debt  limit  of  this  city  in

This  amount  includes 
not  only  what  is  required  for  the  purchase  of  sites  and  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  but  also  what  is  required  for  the  enlargement  of 
certain  buildings  and  the  completion  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School  building,  and  the  alterations  of  two  school  buildings,  for 
whicli  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary  appropriations. 
That  there  is  a  most  pressing  emergency  in  relation  to  our  school 
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accommodations  all  must  concede,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
necessity  of  some  immediate  action  to  remedy  our  existing  wants. 
It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  this  committee  that  tlie  Legislature 
should  be  petitioned  to  act  in  this  matter.  If  it  be  thought  proper  by 
the  Board,  we  are  fully  in  favor  of  suggesting  in  the  petition  that 
the  School  Board,  if  they  have  not  the  power  at  present,  be  given 
the  power  to  engage  other  architects  than  the  City  Architect,  and  to 
have  the  general  control  of  the  expenditure  of  such  moneys  as  may 
be  raised  for  this  purpose.
